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Writing Implements 


--old and new 


Derived from the Teutonic “to 
scratch,” the first writings were 
practically all accomplished by means 
of a tool upon firm surfaces such 
as rocks, cliffs, insides of caves, 
etc. From the Anglo-Saxon term 
“writan” the word “write” was taken 
and used as a term applying to all 
forms of tracing, either of letters, 
words, or symbols, on some particu- 
lar surface. 

Although in ancient times the 
scribes alone knew how to write, it 
was an art known as early as 3000 
BC. Stages of progress experienced 
by mankind are most apparent in 
comparing the simple implements 
first used for writing, with modern 
appliances, such as pens and pencils, 
in their multiformity. 

The men of the Stone Age used 
a tool to scratch various forms and 
characters upon stones and the in- 
sides of their caves. A similar pro- 
cedure was also practiced by the 
American Indians who depicted char- 
acters and symbols to convey mes- 
sages from one village or tribe to 
another. They trained their young

thoroughly in this form of communi- 
cation so that the figures of other 
tribes were also recognized by every- 
one. 

There is an area in China called 
“Oracle Bones,” so-called because of 
the large bones of deer, goats, or 
oxen, found during certain excava- 
tions, upon which all sorts of char- 
acters were incised. These characters 
were mostly in the form of questions 
and answers so that valuable in- 
formation was gathered from these 
quaint inscriptions. 

Some of these writings recorded 
lists of rulers, and their characters; 
also many legends of the past. The 
Chinese used an alphabet composed 
of thousands of characters, and their 
children’s education included the 
study of at least 40,000 symbols. 
The Chinese characters, together with 
the Egyptian hieroglyphics, and the 
Assyrian cuneiform signs, sort of 
bring together a link between pic- 
ture and phonetic writing, including 
ideas and sound often referred to as 
ideographics. Our own _ alphabet 
stemmed from the Semetic charac-

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ters based on picture writing, and 
adapted by the Phoenicians who used 
it before passing the method on to 
the Romans. 

The Greeks and Romans used a 
small sharp instrument called a 
“stylus” with which they incised 
their symbols upon heavily waxed 
writing tablets. The top layer of wax 
was removed after use, eradicating 
the scription, and the remaining cov- 
er of wax was ready once again for 
re-use. 

Made from feathers of crows, 
geese, swans, peacocks, and other 
feathered vertebrates, quill pens were 
used for writing during the 18th 
and 19th centuries. The need for 
quills created a brisk market at that 
time with records of as many as 
27,000,000 quills imported from Eng- 
land and from Russia for writing 
purposes. 

Quills had to be chosen with care 
as they required particular treat- 
ment before being conditioned for 
writing. They were first buried in 
hot sand; this dried out the lining of 
the quills as well as the outer skin. 
They were then dipped in a solu- 
tion of nitric acid and alum to make 
them firm and resilient. 

It is said that some of the quill 
pens which were used for signing 
certain treaties and papers of na- 
tional importance were, in time, sold 
for high prices. Some brought as 
high as $125 apiece. 

Any instrument used to make 
marks on some other material can be 
called a pencil. Derived from the 
Latin “penicillus,’ meaning a paint 
brush, small brushes were used for 
writing before pencils were known, 
and they are still used by the Chi- 
nese. 

The first pencils probably consist- 
ed of hard lumps of clay or blackened 
ends of burnt sticks, and the ancients 
used scraps of lead for writing upon 
papyrus. Today, the modern pencil 
is still called a lead-pencil although 
the inserts of the pencil are made 
of a composition of powdered graph- 
ite and clay, not lead. 

Cedar appears to be the preferred 

wood for the manufacture of pencils. 
The wood is first cut into thin slabs, 
the width of six or seven pencils, 
then passed through a special ma- 
chine which cuts out a small groove 
for each pencil. 
_ Thin sticks of graphite are placed 
in the grooves and the whole is cov- 
ered with a duplicate slab of wood 
which fits over the lead and is glued 
on tightly. When properly dried, the 
pencils are cut and separated. Then 
they are smoothed and painted.

Lead-pencils were manufactured in 
Salem, Mass., as early as 1827 by 
Joseph Dixon. He first obtained 
graphite from a deposit on a New 
Hampshire farm, but finding it of 
mediocre quality, he later purchased 
a better quality from Ceylon. 

Although it is not known exactly 
where Dixon obtained the wood for 
making pencils, it is probable he 
bought it from local cabinet makers. 
By 1844, Dixon published a small 
pamphlet entitled “The Young Art- 
ist’s Guide to the Free and Correct 
use of the Black Lead Pencil.” 

Although the booklet consisted of 
twenty-four pages, it contained very 
little text, but varied drawings. 
When the Joseph Dixon Crucible 
Company of New Jersey, printed a 
pamphlet in 1927 in commemoration 
of their centennial celebration, they 
stated: “Joseph Dixon started to 
make lead pencils in Salem in 1827.” 

The use of graphite for writing 
was also tried in other areas, for 
in 1812 William Monroe of Concord, 
Mass., invented a certain process by 
which he pulverized graphite and en- 
closed it in wood. This he.used for 
writing. 

In Zurich in 1565, Conrad Gesner 
told of using a piece of graphite 
held between two pieces of wood for 
marking. And as early as 1664, in 
the Cumberland district of England, 
a graphite mine was discovered and 
the graphite used for making pencils. 

The popularity of pens, compared 
to pencils, has increased tremendous- 
ly during the past years. Originat- 
ing from the Latin word “penna,” 
meaning feather, the word pen now 
describes all types made of metals, 


reeds, wood, plastics, ete. It is in- 
teresting to note that in several 
areas along the Mediterranean, reed 
pens are still popular because of 
their adaptation to use on certain 
kinds of paper. 

The bark of the Egyptian papyrus 
plant, first used around the 5th cen- 
tury BC., was a step forward in the 
development of writing. The stalks 
of the plant were cut in lengths of 
three or four feet, sliced into very 
thin layers, and processed in lime 
water, then pressed and perforated. 
Hides of goats and sheep were also 
used, especially by the Ionians who 
rolled these scrolls on sticks to be 
placed in cylindrical cases. 

First introduced in England around 
the 1820’s, machine-made steel pens 
were not perfected until some years 
later when Joseph Gillott made sev- 
eral experiments along these lines. 
Gold pens fortified with tips of ir- 
idium, were introduced and proved 
superior to the steel points because 
of their additional flexibility and 
durability. 

Levi Brown, watch-maker, intro- 
duced a pen made of gold with an 
iridium tip sometime before the Civil 
War. And in Camden, N. J., around 
1860, Richard Estabrook commenced 
the manufacture of pens. This ven- 
ture has now expanded into an im- 
portant business. 

Fountain-pens were mentioned ear- 
ly in the 18th century by a Parisian 
named Nicholas Bion, who called 
these pens “plumes sans fins,” mean- 
ing “pens without end.” They were 
filled with ink by means of a tiny 
funnel. 

The conventional fountain-pen, con- 


taining a reservoir for ink, was in- 
troduced by Lewis Edson Waterman 
around 1884. The basic construction 
of the fountain-pen, regardless of 
maker or size, consists of a point or 
nib, a barrel, a bar regulator for the 
flow of ink, and a connecting piece 
between barrel and feed-bar with a 


cap. 

All sorts of writing equipment ap- 
peared in shops to satisfy mounting 
demands. The first mention of foun- 
tain-pens was made in Salem, Mass., 
around 1824, in an advertisement re- 
ferring to them as a “self-supplying” 
writing instrument. Other articles 
offered for writing were lead 
ink-pots, portable desks, ink-stands, 
sand-boxes, blotting-sand, quills, ink- 
powder, and also “cake ink” made 
especially for sailors and travelers. 

Introduced around 1945, ball-point 
pens have now replaced fountain- 
pens in popularity. Mr. Milton Rey- 
nolds of Chicago has been credited 
with having popularized the ball- 
point pen, and statistics reveal that 
over 150,000,000 ball-point pens were 
manufactured in this country for the 
year 1946. Their mechanism is sim- 
ilar to a pen patented in England 
around 1888. 

A similar attempt was made in 
1916 to popularize ball-point pens 
but proved unsuccessful due to the 
wrong type of ink used. During the 
last war, however, a more satisfac- 
tory ink was produced by a refugee 
from Hungary, so that today: ball- 
point pens are in demand all over 
the world, and their popularity is 
increasing with more attractive mod- 
els being placed on the market from 
time to time.

So far as I am concerned, words 
are inadequate to describe properly 
Rachmaninoff’s artistic worth. A man 
of intellect and profound feeling, he 
infused this erudition and depth in- 
to the instrument through the magic 
of his hands. 

The piano did not merely respond 
in beautiful sounds to the pressure 
of his fingers—it sang, talked, loved, 
exulted, and cried like a living thing. 
His touch was stunning in its varie- 
ty of intensity and shading: poised 
and bold, dry but opulent, and with 
a tone ranging from the softest

whisper to an agitation of impas- 
sioned fury. 

The brimming amplitude of his 
chords and the phenomenal ring of 
his octaves were breath taking. His 
left hand alone was a stupendous in- 
strument in itself, his pedalization 
a science, his agility a paragon of 
crystal-cut accurate spontaneity. 
And a perfect sense for music pul- 
sating in his very inner being, gov- 
erned every nuance, every phrase, 
every sweeping statement. 

According to historians, the noble 
Rachmaninoff family stems from the 
Hospodars Dragosh, founders of Mol- 
davia, and its rulers for over two 
centuries. The daughter of one, He- 
len, married the eldest son of Ivan 
III, Grand Duke of Moscow, in 1483; 
and it was from her nephew, named 
Rachmanin, that the family took 
roots and eventually produced one 
of the greatest personalities in the 
musical world—Sergei Vassilievitch 
Rachmaninoff. 

The onset of musical talent among 
the Rachmaninoffs is traced back to 
Sergei’s great-grandfather, Alexan- 
der Gerasimovitch, who played the 
violin with uncommon skill. This 
love for music was inherited by his 
son Arkady. A pupil of the famed 
Irish pianist and composer, John 
Field, who settled in Russia, Arkady 
Alexandrovitch mingled with musi- 
sians of renown, played in benefit 
performances and composed vocal and 
piano pieces. 

Once more the gift of music was 
passed on, this time to Sergei’s fath- 
er, Vassily, an officer of the Russian 
Imperial Army and an able pianist. 
But, as in the case of his talented 
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SERGEI RACHMANINOFF 





ancestors, the artistic accomplish- 
ments with which he was blessed 
were employed in a strictly amateur- 
ish way, either for personal gratifi- 
cation or as a means of society en- 
tertainment. 

Sergei’s musical endowments were 
also slated for a similar indifferent 
treatment, but this time Fate said 
“enough’ s ‘enough, ”” and decreed other- 
wise. The third of six children, Ser- 
gei Rachmaninoff was born April 2, 
1878, on the estate Oneg, in the prov- 
ince of Novgorod. 

At the age of four he first be- 
came acquainted with the piano 
through his mother, Lyubov Petrov- 
na, neé Boutakova; and when about 
six he was placed in the capable 
hands of Anna Ornazkaya, a young 
graduate of the St. Petersburg Con- 
servatory. Private instructors sup- 
plied the child with his general edu- 
cation, as was the custom in well 
to-do Russian households. 


The boy showed great promise and 
his mother wished him to dedicate 
himself to music, while his father 
insisted on a military education at 
the Corps des Pages an exclusive 
school to which Sergei was entitled 
due to the rank of General held by 
his maternal grandfather. 

However, the problem resolved it- 
self soon enough when papa Rachma- 
ninoff, through mismanagement, lost 
four of the five estates brought in 
dowry by his wife. With the last 
estate gone at auction, the costly 
education at the Corps des Pages 
had to be forgotten. 

To add insult to injury, Rachmani- 
noc pére deserted his family, never 
to return. The mother, then, with the 
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children and grandmother, Boutako- 
va, moved to St, Petersburg, where 
Ornazkaya obtained a scholarship at 
the Conservatory for Sergei, and 
granny was obliged to shoulder the 
living expenses of the family. 

Lyubov Petrovna brooded over her 
husband’s abandonment and neglect- 
ed her children; as a resut, Sergel 
became an urchin, spoiled by his lov- 
ing and indulgent grandmother. He 
played hooky whenever possible from 
his classes with Demyansky (piano), 
Roubetz (theory), and Sacchetti (har- 
mony), to go skating, steal rides on 
the horse-drawn trams, and indulge 
in other similar pranks. 

The report card was periodically 
doctored-up by the resourceful young- 
ster. Withal, the exceptionally gifted 
Sergei unconcernedly performed m 
pupils’ concerts at the Conservatory 
often attended by the Grand Duke 
Constantine, who was the President 
of the Imperial Musical Society, and 
by other outstanding representatives 
of the beau monde and arts. 

It was then that the boy discov- 
ered his adeptness at improvising. 
Diabelli’s sonatinas and Cramer’s 
studies bored him, so when asked to 
play for the guests at home he be- 
gan to improvise, passing his crea- 
tions as masterworks of Chopin or 
some other composer of fame. 

His appreciative friends apparent- 
ly were not too well versed in mat- 
ters musical, for his little game of 
pretending remained undetected. The 
three-month summer vacations Ser- 
gei spent in heavenly bliss at Boris- 
sovo, a property in the province of 
Novgorod which granny bought know- 
ing the lad’s infinite fove for the 
country. 

Finally Sergei’s unceasing mts- 
chief and indolence competed his 
mother to seek advice from the boy’s 
cousin, the young but already cele- 
brated pianist Alexander Ziloti. His 
opinion was that Sergei be placed 
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under the care of Nicolai Zverev, in 
Moscow, 

So, after a last carefree summer at 
Borissovo, granny bought his ticket, 
gave him money for expenses, and 
for good measure tucked an extra 
hundred rubles into his coat, blessed 
him, and with a leaden heart saw 
the train pull from the station. Ser- 
gei, now left on his own, sat down 
on the wooden seat of the wagon and 
cried the bitter tears of a fright- 
ened 12-year-old child. 

In Moscow, the severe and demand- 
ing Zverev took Sergei to live in 
his house together with two other 
boys. In exchange for hard study and 
obedience he provided room, board, 
clothing, general education, and mu- 
sic lessons at the Moscow Conserva- 
tory. Through his teacher the boy 
met Rubinstein, Teneyev, Tchaikow- 
sky, and other select members of the 
Russian musical elite. 


The following year lessons in har- 
mony were added, under Arensky. It 
didn’t take long for Sergei’s extra- 
ordinary gift for composing to mani- 
fest itself, and to be recognized not 
only by Zverev, but by Tchaikowsky 
and Arensky as well. It is of interest 
to note that among other pupils at 
the Conservatory were Joseph Lhé- 
vinne, Alexander Scriabin, and Nico- 
lai Medtner. 


Things went smoothly until Rach- 
maninoff became sixteen and revolt- 
ed against Zverev’s despotism. After 
a violent argument he left the teach- 
er’s house and moved to live with 
his aunt, Mme. Satina, and her two 
daughters, One of these cousins, Na- 
talya, years later became his wife. 

Feeling that he was ready to 
leave the Conservatory Rachmaninoff 
asked Arensky to let him take final 
examination a year ahead of the 
prescribed time. Although this was 
against the rules Arensky agreed, 
requesting for the final presentation 
a symphony, some vocal pieces, and 
a one-act opera. 
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These stiff demands satisfied, the 
young composer graduated with the 
“Great Gold Medal.” His first opera, 
“Aleko,” shortly afterwards on April 
27, 1893, was given at the Bolshoi 
Imperial of Moscow. 

Soon after graduating, he composed 
five short pieces for the piano, one 
of which was the universally known 
Prelude in C-sharp Minor. Times 
were hard then; whatever money his 
publisher, Gutheil, paid him went 
quickly, and Sergei had to resort to 
teaching. 

Around that time, Rachmaninoff 
also made his official début as a con- 
cert pianist, with Rubinstein’s Con- 
certo in D Minor. A year or so later 
he began working in the capacity of 
conductor by leading several per- 
formances of his “Aleko” in Kiev. 

Further proof that an artist’s life 
is not all a bed of roses came up 
when his First Symphony, in D Mi- 
nor met with dismal failure. More 
disappointments ensued when what- 
ever little experience he had in con- 
ducting proved insufficient for the 
post of second conductor at the new- 
ly-formed Mamontoff Opera Com- 
pany. 

So many reverses were just too 
much for his sensitive nature and 
he took to drinking. Unable to work, 
and financially supported by Ziloti, 
Rachmaninoff sought the help of Dr. 
Nicolai Dahl, a psychiatrist noted

VIII. Height of Career 


Lambert Murphy reached the peak 
ef his recording career when he was 
transferred from the single-faced 
Purple Label records to the double- 
sided Blue Label which eventually 
supplanted the Purple, His first 12- 
inch Blue Label record was issued in 
March, 1916. It combined “Mavour- 
neen Roamin’” and “The Sunshine of 
Your Smile,” and must have been 
one of his best sellers. The supple- 
ment said: 

Admirers of this young tenor, who 
has left the Metropolitan to devote 
himself entirely to concert work, will 
be gratified at the announcement of 
two new songs by him. These two 
excellent new numbers, which have 
found great favor with concert audien- 
ces, are excellently given by Mr. 
Murphy, whose beautiful voice and 
splendid diction have won him great 
popularity. 


Also in March, there was a Black 
Label “Dixon” record of “Under- 
neath the Stars.” 


LAMBERT MURPHY 


Part II

The Orpheus Quartet was at the 
height of its popularity from 1913 to 
1918. As its first tenor, Murphy sang 
in support of a number of popular 
Red Seal stars, including Frances Al- 
da, Alma Gluck and John McCormack. 
The quartet was disbanded after the 
death of its versatile basso, “Bill” 
Hooley. Known as “the little man 
with the big voice” (he was only 
five feet seven inches tall), Hooley 
was born in Cork, Ireland, April 16, 
1861, and died in New York, Oct. 12, 
1918. 

Besides continuing to make educa-

tional records, some of them in for- 
eign languages, Murphy recorded un- 
der his own name many ballads and 
concert songs, and a number of pop- 
ular hits, such as “Tell Me,” “Mem- 
ory Lane,” and “Rose-Marie.” He was 
one of a group of Victor Blue Label 
and Red Seal artists who took part in 
a music festival sponsored, in 1918, by 
the Rudolph Wurlitzer Co. of Cincin- 
nati. Husky-looking Evan Williams, a 
Red Seal tenor as popular as Murphy, 
was among the party but died unexpec- 
tedly a few days after the festival 
ended. Murphy’s former teacher, Her- 
bert Nitherspoon and his wife (Flor- 
ence Hinkle) were also included. 


In the Oct., 1922, Victor list, Mur- 
phy offered what was probably the 
first record ever made of Stephen 
Foster’s “I Dream of Jeanie With 
the Light Brown Hair,” a song that 
was to become a nation-wide plague 
nearly 20 years later when radio sta- 
tions had their bitter battle with the 
American Society of Authors, Com- 
posers and Publishers. It sometimes 
seemed “Jeanie” and other Stephen 
Foster songs were the only things on 
the air. The Murphy record was dou- 
bled with “My Days Have Been So 
Wondrous Free,” composed by Francis 
Hopkinson, a signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The supplement 
termed “Jeanie” “one of Stephen Fos- 
ter’s best lyrics. It was lost for many 
years and only recently discovered.” 

During this period; Murphy helped 
re-make a few records that had orig- 
inally been sung by other artists. In 
1920 he and “Edna Brown” (Elsie 
Baker) made over “Those Songs My 
Mother Used To Sing,” which had 
been done years before by Corinne 
Morgan and Macdonough. The Dixon 
disguise was used for this re-make, 
as well as the one of “Near the 
Cross,” which he and “Alice Green’ 
(Olive Kline) sang in 1922 to replace 
the original version by Mr. and Mrs. 
William Wheeler. Another Elizabeth 
and William Wheeler offering suc- 
cumbed in the 1925 catalog when their 
record of “Dear Lord and Father” 
gave way to one by Kline and Mur- 
phy—this time under the singers’ real 
names. This was the only Black La- 
bel record on which Murphy’s true 
name had been used up to that time. 


IX. A Red Seal Artist 


Lambert Murphy became a Victor 
Red Seal artist in 1927. His first rec- 
ord with the red label was No. 4004, 
issued in April. It contained electric 
recordings of two of his former hits, 
“Roses of Picardy,” and “Lonesome— 
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That’s All.” Virtually all his Red 
Seals were electrical versions of songs 
he had previously sung into the horn. 
Besides those already mentioned, ti- 
tles in the 1928 catalog included 
“Hark! Hark! the Lark,” “I Dream 
of Jeanie,” “Just An Ivy Covered 
Shack,” “Rose-Marie,” “My Days 
Have Been So Wondrous Free,’ the 
Serenade from “Blossom Time,” and 
“Winding Trail.” 

The 1929 catalog added a few more 
Murphy records, and Raymond Dixon 
was still being heard from with elec- 
trical versions of educational songs 
in English, French and Italian. How- 
ever, the end of Murphy’s career as 
a star Victor soloist was at hand. 
When the New York banking house 
of J. W. Seligman and Co. bought 
the Victor Talking Machine Compa- 
ny in 1927 (not long afterward con- 
trol passed to the Radio Carporation 
of America). Most high-priced stars 
lost their contracts. Murphy, Olive 
Kline, Elsie Baker, Reinald Werren- 
rath, Lucy Marsh, Billy Murray, and 
Henry Burr, were among those who 
were told their services were no long- 
er required. After the 1929 depres- 
sion began, as little as possible was 
spent on artists. When the pitifully 
thin 1933 Victor catalog was issued 
only three Murphy titles were left: 
“Hark! MHark!,” “Serenade,” and 
“Rose-Marie.” Some time later, Vic- 
tor issued record 4088, containing 


“Flow Gently, Sweet Afton,” “Sally In 
Our Alley,” and “Ye Banks And 
Braes,” and this held on through the 
1948 catalog. 

At some time between 1933 and 
1938, as business improved, most of 
the Murphy Red Seal records which 
had been cut out of the 1933 catalog 
were reinstated. Moreover, he was 
represented, under his own name, by 
several educational records in the 
Black Label section. All these pre- 
sumably had been recorded before his 
contract lapsed. 


X. With the American Singers 


After Murphy lost exclusive status 
with Victor, he became a member of 
a fine male quartet, the American 
Singers, which had originally con- 
sisted of Redferne Hollinshead, a 
Canadian tenor; Charles Harrison, 
Vernon Archibald and Frank Crox- 
ton. Hollinshead soon dropped out, and 
Murphy took his place. The quartet 
was popular on radio and made some 
excellent records for Victor, Colum- 
bia and Edison, but as the going be- 
came harder in the early 1930’s it 
disbanded and the members devoted 
themselves largely to teaching. Its 
Edison discs, made during the Edi- 
son Co.’s last year of recording, are 
especially hard to find. They include 
52512, “When Song Is Sweet,” and 
“Vale;” 52615, “Carry Me Back To 
Old Virginny,” and “My Old Ken- 
tucky Home;” and 52636, “Darling 


Nellie Gray,” and “On the Banks of 
the Wabash.” 

A newspaper article about the 
American Singers said Murphy liked 
to spend as much time as possible 
on his New Hampshire farm with his 
collection of firearms, and his prize 
hunting dog. 


XI. A Letter from Lambert Murphy 

I was privileged to receive only one 
communication from Lambert Mur- 
phy—a cordial reply, dated June 5, 
1948, to a letter I had written him 
asking him to attend that year’s John 
Bieling Day party for pioneer record- 
ing artists at Garden City, N. Y. He 
surprised and gratified me by re- 
vealing that he regularly read my 
articles in HOBBIES. Written from 
417 Maple Road, Longmeadow, Mass., 
the letter said: 


Dear Mr. Walsh: I was delighted to 
get your letter, and before going fur- 
ther I want to say that I feel quite 
well acquainted with you already, be- 
cause of your page in HOBBIES, to 
which my wife subscribes, inasmuch 
as she is something of an “antiquer.”’ 

I was particularly interested in the 
fine things: you had to say of Jack 
Macdonald (Harry Macdonough), who 
was an intimate friend over many 
years. In fact his family and mine 
spent their summers together for at 
least ten years, both at Ogunquit, 
Maine, and at Munsonville, New Hamp- 
shire. Also it was through your page 
in HOBBIES that I learned of Sam 
Rous and later heard of the death of 
both him-and Mrs. Rous. Of course 
they were good friends of a bygone age. 
I am sending you under separate cover 
the autographed photo you asked for. 
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It is one from my singing era, as you 
will of course know. 

Now I am going to have to tell 
you the sad news (as far as I am 
concerned) that I cannot come down 
to the dinner. It comes just exactly 
in the middle of my vacation for which 
I have already made previous ar- 
rangement. I shall certainly miss see- 
ing you and so many of my old friends! 
Olive Kline, Werrenrach, Harrison, 
Croxton and Hindermyer were all bud- 
dies of mine, also Billy Murray. 

Richard Crooks dropped in on us 
recently and told us that Jim Stanley 
(the Peerless Quartet bass) had the 
same thing happen to him as I had, 
and that we both make the same sort 
of noises. The handicap of having a 
loud whisper instead of a_ voice is 
considerable from the angle of teaching 
voice. So much so that I am not even 
trying. But from other angles it isn’t 
too bad, even if it IS necessary to 
split up the phrases. 

All kinds of best wishes for the 
dinner, which I KNOW will be a 
success. Please give my best to all 
my old friends, and many, many 
thanks for your letter and the invita- 
tion to attend! Very sincerely, LAM- 
BERT MURPHY. 


I do not know what was the cause 
of the tenor’s death—whether it 
came about by a recurrence of his 
throat cancer or something else. But 
I have long admired him as a sing- 
er and I treasure the letter I have 
just quoted, while regretting that we 
never met. He lived for many useful 
years after the malignant affliction 
ended his singing. 
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for his treatments based on sugges- 
tion of hypnosis. 

Relieved of his depressed state 
Rachmaninoff took a trip to Italy, 
and when back in Russia, produced 
his Second Piano Concerto in C Mi- 
nor, which he gratefully dedicated to 
Dr. Dahl. This magnificent work was 
first performed with tremendous suc- 
cess by Ziloti, with Nikisch conduct- 
ing in St. Petersburg, March 28, 1902. 

In 1904, at the instigation of Cha- 
liapin who had recognized Rachmani- 
noff’s genius since the days at the 
Mamontoff Opera, Rachmaninoff was 
offered the conductorship at the Bol- 
shoi, which he accepted. Opinions 
conflicted as to his work on the po- 
dium. 

During his two-year stay at the 
Moscow Imperial Opera, no liberties 
were allowed the singers when he 
led the orchestra, and the composers’ 
intentions were faithfully carried 
out. Moreover, the orchestra ceased 
to be a supporting instrument and 
acquired a voice of its own in the 
operatic scheme of things. 

Rachmaninoff’s remaining two op- 
eras “The Miserly Knight,” and 
“Francesca da Rimini,” were first 
performed under his baton at the 
Bolshoi, on January 11, 1906. His 
other vocal works include many 


songs (some very beautiful), “The 
Bells’—a choral symphony with so- 


loists and chorus, “The Spring’—a 
cantata for baritone and chorus, etc. 
Among his instrumental composi- 
tions are three symphonies (D Mi- 
nor, E Minor, and A Minor), “The 
Isle of the Dead’”—Symphonic Po- 
em, “The Rock”—a Fantasia, four 
piano concerti (F-sharp Minor, C 
Minor, D Minor, and G Minor), 
“Rhapsody on a Theme of Paga- 
nini,” a Sonata for Cello, and numer- 
ous short pieces highlighted by ear- 
catchers like the preludes in C-sharp 
Minor, and G Minor. 

Rachmaninoff’s extensive tours fi- 
nally took him to the United States. 
On November 28, 1909, he gave his 
first concert here, with the New 
York Symphony Orchestra under 
Walter Damrosch, playing his Third 
Piano Concerto which he composed 
especially for the occasion. 

This appearance was followed by 
others in the capacity of pianist, and 
also as conductor of his own compo- 
sitions in Philadelphia, Chicago, and 
Boston. Acclaimed by critics and 
public alike, he returned to Amer- 
ica one year later, after bidding a 
last adieu to his country of birth in 
December, 1917. 


This uprooting from native soil 
marked for Rachmaninoff the begin- 
ning of a new life. His composing 
had by then slowed down, but his 
concert work kept him constantly 
busy in America and abroad. Fame 
and Glory were completely his now— 
undisputed, effulgent, and boundless. 


After years of unceasing triumphs, 
four days before his 70th birthday, 
on March 28, 1943, Sergei Rachma- 
ninoff succumbed to cancer at his 
home in Beverly Hills, California. To 
many like myself that sad day 
marked the end of the noble line of 
incomparable pianists, and of truly 
great pianists—composers as well.

The Winner Savings Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


Horse racing, the so called Sport of Kings, again 
comes to the fore as we reach No. 78 in the numerical 
classification of the mechanical banks. The Winner Sav- 
ings Bank is our choice to occupy this position and its 
operating theme centers around a horse race. Another 
mechanical bank has the same subject matter and this 
is the Horse Race Bank which appeared in the series 
as No. 72, HOBBIES, March, 1959. 

The Winner Savings Bank was patented April 23, 
1895, by Alfred A. R. Berger of New York City, N. Y., 
and manufactured by Berger & Medan Manufacturers 
of the same city. The patent papers as issued to Berger 
are very specific as to the operation of the bank and 
thoroughly cover the fact that the horses can finish 
in any number of positions at the completion of each 
race. This as outlined in the patent papers is accom- 
plished by means of spacer washers on the central oper- 
ating shaft that cause the factor of friction to be the 
motivating force, 

The bank shown is from the fine collection of L. C. 
Hegarty. It is in what may be called mint condition, 
completely original, no repairs, and excellent paint. 
The bank is an overall light bluish green. The first part 
of the name “The Winner” is in gold with red outlining 
and “Savings Bank” is in gold with green outlining. 
The scroll work and decorations are in green. The 
horses on the front and side are a reddish brown. Ther: 
is a large gold and red horseshoe on the back and the 


name of the manufacturer “Berger & Medan” is printed 
thereon. The following is also printed on the back:“Direc- 
tions. Pull out rod, insert either a one, five, or ten cent 
piece in slot then push in rod.” Opposite this appears 
this statement: “To take out contents remove cover in 
the bottom of the bank.” All the aforementioned printing 
is in green. In each corner of the top there ts a gold 
horseshoe with a red riding whip through each shoe. 
The round raised rim on top, the top edge, and the bot- 
tom edge are in gold with green scroll decorations. The 
inside base under the round glass top is tan. The six 
horses in this glassed-in top section are on the ends 
of three flat strips which revolve on a.central axle, The 
horses are white, black, pink, yellow, tan, and grey. 
The riders have different color coats, caps, and riding 
breeches in red, green, blue, yellow, and pink. 

To operate the bank the directions as shown on the 
back are followed and the horses spin around and around 
until an eventual winner stops near the finish point 
marker. The bank is operative only when a coin is used 
and this. of course, is a desirable feature. 

The bank is made of tin and it is 5” square, 4” 
high, and the round top is 4%4” in diameter. It seems 
to be a very difficult item to add to a collection as so 
far only a few are known to exist. It’s a colorful item 
with its attractive decorations and makes a nice addi- 
tion to a collection of mechanical banks.

FOR SALE: The outstanding collec- 
tion of over 1400 rare dolls, fur- 
niture and accessories, assembled 
and owned by Mrs. Smith over a 
period of 30 years. 


Main Street, Hancock, N. H., nor- 
mally quiet and tree-shaded witnessed 
the influx of numerous cars bearing 
out-of-state license plates from Ju- 
ly 6-9, when enthusiastic and dis- 
criminating doll collectors and deal- 
ers from all over the United States 
and Canada converged here for this 
significant sale, They came to buy 
and at the same time admired the 
exterior of the venerable Whitcomb 
double house built early in the 19th 
century by twin brothers for their 
brides in which Mrs. Smith presently 
resides, 

Those of us fortunate enough to 
have seen the collection in its entire- 
ty previously on specified days, and 
lately by appointment only, came 
with mixed feelings of regret and an- 
ticipation. The dolls: which were sold 
singly and in groups of varying num- 
bers, remained on exhibition for a 
full day, each tagged numerically 
with different colors denoting their 
particular sale day. The catalogs, 
purchased either in advance or on 
the premises, were comprehensive and 
generally accurate, The large down- 
stairs room of the “doll house” con- 
tained most of the antique dolls, while 
upstairs were to be found the mod- 
ern, foreign, character and miscel- 
laneous dolls. All doll furniture and 
accessories were fncluded in the sale. 

The actual auction site was the 
lovely lawn outside the doll house. A 
large tent warded off the heat of the 
pleasant sunshine. Front row seats 
went to the early risers. Richard W. 
Withington of Hillsboro, N. H., one 
of New England’s most capable auc- 
tioneers, conducted the entire safe 
with good humor and complete fair- 
ness to all. In general, friendliness 
and good sportsmanship prevailed 
among this most knowledgeable group 
of people. Many experts in the field 


of dolls were present including the 


Presidents of several doll clubs and 
a past President of the United Fed- 


eration of Doll Clubs Inc. Mrs. Dor- } 


othy Cram of Westminster Station, 
Vt.. manager of the sale and her- 
self a well-known dealer, fully de- 
scribed each doll as it was put up 
for sale and buyers were given an 
opportunity to examine their dolls 
personally before the final consum- 
mation of each sale. 

To attempt to describe and discuss 
1400 dolls would be a task of book 
length; indeed, we wondered how 


Dick Withington managed to finish 
within his alloted time limits, There- 
fore, a brief resume will be given of 
the outstanding dolls (in this author’s 
opinion) sold on each of the three 
days. 

On the first day, the largest num- 
ber of antique dolls was sold. A 23 
inch glass-eyed china with brown 
eyes, hair back of ears with cloth 
body and kid arms (repaired neck 
and shoulders) brought $170. An out- 
standing 15 inch blonde’ Frozen 
Charlotte with gray-blue eyes 
brought $115. Of the two Queen Anne 
type wooden dolls in the sale, the 
first, glass-eyed with replaced arms 
sold for $40, while the second (sec- 
ond day) of similar type brought $45. 
Next came an outstanding 18 inch 
papier-mache with very early hair- 
do consisting of braids and pug with 
curls behind ears, all original, from 
the Eaton Paper Mfg. Co. home 
($170). Three French fashion dolls 
ranging in height from 13% to 31 
inches brought prices varying from 
$65, to $120. A rare 18 inch Portu- 
guese wooden fashion doll (picture 
#8) with jointed arms on a wooden 
standard (circa 1600) was sold for 
$90 as was a very early wooden 
doll, 27 inches in height, all orig- 
inal in a dress with a bodice of gold 
leaf and jewels, A two-faced 14 inch 
wax over composition’ with brown 
glass eyes, composition arms and 
feet sold at $55. There were many 
Greiners, pre-Greiners and Superiors 
of varying sizes in the sale and these 
were sold at prices which fluctuated 
with the condition of each doll. The 
first important wooden carved head 
doll (22 inches) with carved hair-do 
of pug with braid and blown glass 
eyes (circa 1700) was sold for $170. 
An appealing 18 inch Steiner me- 
chanical, all original, was sent to 
her new home for $110. One small Ju- 
meau (17 inches), all original and 
marked, holding a baby doll in her 
arms, was sold for $110, A fine 32%4 
inch early papier-mache with kid bo- 
dy, wooden arms and feet (1840), 
wind-blown hair-do, brush marks 
around forehead, was sold for $95. 

At least 15 of Mrs. Smith’s rare 
and lovely Parian dolls were auc- 
tioned off on Tuesday with 8 of 
them being of the glass-eyed variety; 
their prices ranged from $25 to $215. 
Three large Jumeaus, 24, 26 and 35 
inches ($180 to $330), all marked, 
found new homes in California and 
Canada. A 15 inch Joel Ellis doll, 
with original arms and legs, in good 
condition, went for $75. Perhaps the 
most interesting doll of this first 
day’s sale was Uncle Sam, a 27 inch 
molded bisque character doll with 
composition body, brown eyes, grey 
hair and whiskers, grey molded eye- 
brows, and typical costume. He 
brought $200. 

Mrs. Smith was equally interested 
in foreign, modern and character 
dolls and these were well represented. 
Housed with these were several Scho- 
enhut dolls ($10 to $26). a Bye-lo 
baby doll with new body ($22), and 
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Grandma and Grandpa (life size), 
the former in black taffeta and the 
latter in smoking jacket and cordu- 
roy pants ($22.50 each). The tale 
is told of unsuspecting spectators 
whose mouths dropped open at the 
sight of a well-laden station wagon 
pulling away at the end of the auc- 
tion with Grandma and Grandpa 
placidly sitting in full view on the 
back seat. The foreign dolls, many 
of them from Kimport, brought rea- 
sonable prices, while Lenci dolls 
ranged from $5-to $21. 

Special mention must be made of 
the various eating establishments and 
inns of one kind or another in which 
most of the “dollers” stayed. Every 
one was generous in praise of accom- 
modations and the generally friendly 
and helpful attitude of the inhabi- 
tants of the various towns. 

The second day brought lighter 
purses but still eager hearts. Bid- 
ding was high for a rare 11% inch 
brown-eyed pink lustre china with 
Jenny Lind (Mona Lisa) hair-do, 
wooden peg-jointed body with china 
arms and feet (see picture #5) $180. 
Six French fashion dolls (10% to- 
17 inches) were purchased for $32.50: 
to $90; several were slightly dam- 
aged. A little more than a year ago, 
at the Benn auction in Philadelphia, 
two Izannah Walker dolls had 
brought $190, while at Hancock, two 
Walker dolls (18 and 16 inches) in: 
fair to good condition, were sold for 
$40 and $70. A 30 inch early papier- 
mache with curls down face and 
braided pug in’ back with wood arms 
and feet brought $205. A truly beau- 
tiful pair of solid wax Montenari- 
type wax (21 inches) dolls were sold 
for $160, while a 27% inch wire-eyed:

THE ZAPPLER 
CLOCK 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


Novelty timepieces are just as 
much appreciated by the layman as 
by the collector at all times in all 
climes, There was an era when the 
clockmaker could not waste time with 
the construction of novelties inas- 
much as a timepiece in any form 
was an expensive undertaking re- 
quiring many weeks of work. With 
the progressive improvement in the 
science of timekeeping and the in- 
creasing production of clocks and 
watches, timepieces became more gen- 
erally available and the need for nov- 
elties arose. 

Among the more interesting of the 
novelty timepieces, although not the 
first, was the miniature clock known 
as the “Zappler” which was pro- 
duced exclusively in Vienna from the 
last several decades of the 18th cen- 
tury through the first quarter of the 
19th century. 

The name “Zappler’~was derived 
from the clock’s appearance while in 
operation. The timepiece was fitted 
with one and sometimes two pendu- 
lums which swung in front of the 
dial. The pendulum moved rapidly in 
a very nervous manner, and it was 
from this action that the name of the 
type was derived. 

Zappler clocks are fairly standard 
in size. They range from about one 
and a half to two inches in width 
and from four to six inches in 
height, rarely more. 

A tiny dial with hand painted hour 
numerals and small simple iron hands 
is featured in the front of the clock, 
and a pendulum of thin wire with 
an adjustable bob swings in front 
of it. ne 

The clocks are invariably extreme- 
ly elaborate and executed with fine 
detail from a wide range of mate- 
rials. The Viennese were markedly 
fond of mother-of-pearl and gilt brass 
and bronze, and these materials will 
often be found in combination to- 
gether and with ebonized wood. 

Figure 1 illustrates a particularly 
fine example from the collection of 
Victor Gilbert of “Stonehenge,” an 
inn in Ridgefield, Conn. This little 
clock is in the shape of a locomotive 
engine made of cast brass and gilded. 
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The casting is worked with elaborate 
detail and the clock dial appears as 
one of the wheels below the engine. 


The dial is of silvered brass with 
the hour numerals painted in black, 
with the customary two iron hands 
to indicate the time, and with the 
pendulum in front of the dial. The 
engine is mounted on an ebonized 
wooden base shaped like a railroad 
bridge. The front of the bridge is 
faced with deeply carved and pierced 
mother-of-pearl in foliated patterns. 
This example is a little larger than 
most, because of its unusual motif. 
It measures six and a half inches in 
height and four and a quarter inches 
in width. 

Another example, this time from 
this writer’s collection is shown in 
Figure 2. It measures about four 
inches high and one and a half inch- 
es wide. The front of the clock con- 
sists of a repousse gilt brass rococo 
shape in the center of which the 
small painted dial is featured with 
the hour numerals in black against a 
white background. The clock is fixed 
to a small oval ebonized base. (See 
Figure 3 for back view). 


A third exaraple in this writer’s 
collection, not illustrated, is made en- 
tirely of mother-of-pearl in the shape 
of a castle or tower, elaborately 
carved throughout. Additional pieces 
of mother-of-pearl of greenish color 
as well as colored stones are super- 
imposed to present various features 
of the building. The hour numerals 
are painted in black on the shell, with

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a tiny wire pendulum swinging in 
front in the usual manner, the whole 
attached to a ebonized wooden base. 

A glass dome, usuaily oval, pro- 
tects the delicate Zappler clocks from 
dust. 

The movements of these little clocks 
is fairly standard. The wheelwork 1s 
enclosed between two polished brass 
plates which are rectangular and 
come to a point at the top, like an 
inverted shield. A flat brass brace 
supports the movement at the back 
and is screwed to the back plate and 
the base. A small ebonized black wood- 
en block is often used as a support 
on which the movement is seated be- 
hind the front. 


The power is furnished by a small 
spring, wound with a watch key from 
the back plate, The escapement is a 
rudimentary form of the cylinder es- 
capement reduced to its essence. All 
part swere made by hand with deli- 
cate skill and highly polished, for a 
view of the movement was just as 
important as the appearance of the 
front of the timepiece. 


The Zappler was more than a toy 
or novelty, and they were generally 
accurate timekeepers. These little 
clocks were extremely popular dur- 
ing the very limited period of their 
production to be given as presents. 
One can easily visualize how appro- 
priately these little timepieces would 
have served as gifts to mark special 
occasions or anniversaries, or—if the 
lady was beautiful—a gift for no 
reason at all!

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Some Thoughts on 
Watch Collecting 


Part II 
By L. W. SLAUGHTER 





Eighteenth Century English watch

I said earlier that when the main- 
spring was invented there was an 
escapement known which, when cou- 
pled with the mainspring, created the 
potential for a small timepiece which 
could be carried from one place to 
another, and even carried on the per- 
son. The possibility for a watch was 
actually in existence, but it took some 
doing to bring the elements together 
in a cohesive device that would, at 
least, make a start at the problem 
of measuring time on a portable ba- 
sis. The mainspring for power was 
there, the principle of an escapement 
to control the unwinding of the 
spring was known and the principles 
of gearing were understood. The es- 
capement and gearing were already 
in use in the large tower clocks, The 
job was to reduce the gear train and 
escapement in size and apply the 
power of the mainspring in place of 
the weight. 

It would appear that the same Pe- 
ter Heinlein, who invented the main- 
spring, was also the one who found 
a way to make the smaller gear train 
and escapement which could function 
in a small timepiece. The following 
quotation, which I have used before, 
indicates this, The quotation is from 
the Cosmographia Pomponii Melae 


published in Nurnberg in the year . 


1511 and is as follows: “Every Day 
Finer Things Are Being Invented. 
Peter Hele (another spelling of the 
same Heinlein), Still a Young Man, 
Has Constructed a Piece of Work 
Which Excites the Imagination of 
the Most Learned Mathematicians. 
He Shapes Many Wheeled Watches 
Out of Small Bits of Iron, Which 
Run Without Weights for Forty 
Hours, However They May Be Car- 
ried in Pocket or Chemisette.” 

It appears, then, that as early as 
1511, there were being made small 


portable timepieces; call them watch- 
es, clock-watches, portable clocks, or 
what-have you. These small timeptec- 
es must have been the marvel of the 
age regardless of the fact they were 
very crude affairs and were so in- 
accurate that they would hardly ve 
classed as timekeepers today. The 
spring was a hand-made affair, in- 
capable of delivering a constant flow 
of power. The gears were crude and 
not well designed. The escapement, a 
variation of the crown wheel and 
verge used in tower clocks, was er- 
ratic in performance and extremely 
sensitive to the variations in power 
supplied by the mainspring. When 
the spring was fully wound, exert- 
ing its greatest power, the escape- 
ment would permit the timepiece to 
gain in rate considerably. When the 
mainspring was running down, exert- 
ing lesser amount of power, the rate 
would slow down proportionately. In- 
efficient as it was, it was better than 
having no timekeeper at all. The void 
was filled and a tremendous poten- 
tial opened up, but the need for im- 
provement was immediately apparent 
and of great urgency. 

The first invention designed to cor- 
rect the variation in power of the 
mainspring, and by doing so, to re- 
lieve the escapement of this variation 
in power through the gear train, 
which would permit the escapement 
to do a better job of regulating the 
running rate of the movement, was 
known as a Stackfreed. This device 
is said to have been invented about 
1510, Since this is coincidental with 
the invention of the mainspring, it 
indicates the urgency that was at- 
tributed to the power variation, and 
consequently, the erratic performance 
of the timepieces being made at the 
time. Unfortunately, the inventor of 
this device is unknown. Whoever he 
was, he is entitled to a great amount 
of credit for making the first step 
in solving this vexing problem of in- 
efficient performance, although his 
invention was not an unqualified suc- 
cess, 

I shall not attempt to describe the 
action of the Stackfreed. It would 
be very difficult, indeed, to give a 
clear idea of its functioning in words. 
There are good illustrations and de- 
scriptions of the device in the books 
that I listed in the first part of this 
article. Some study of it is in or- 
der and will be of great value to 
the student of watchmaking history. 
The Stackfreed did do some good in 
improving the accuracy of early time- 
pieces, although it was not an un- 
qualified success. Regardless of the 
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No. 2 
Eighteenth Century French watch 





fact that it was not a fully success- 
ful invention, a timepiece equipped 
with a Stackfreed. equalizer would 
be of great importance to any collec- 
tor today. Anyone lucky enough to 
find one will be fortunate, indeed. 

There is an old saying that ‘‘Neces- 
sity Is the Mother of Invention.” The 
truth of this saying cannot be more 
clearly demonstrated than in the ear- 
ly history of watchmaking. The need 
for a device to. equalize the uneven 
power of the mainspring was both 
urgent and necessary. To meet the 
necessity, an invention was forth- 
coming. 

In 1525, Jacob Zech, of Prague, 
perfected the fusee for equalizing the 
pull of the mainspring. The word 
“Perfected” is used advisedly. The 
fusee has been rightfully described 
as one of the few perfect inventions. 
Most inventions are crude begin- 
nings that must be further improved 
and refined over a long period of 
time before correct and trouble-free 
functioning is achieved. This is not 
true of the fusee. It was so perfectly 
designed and so functionally correct 
when it was first introduced that 
there have been no improvements to 
it to the present day, although it has 
been in use for a period of almost 
450 years. The invention of better 
escapements made the use of the fusee 
unnecessary for ordinary timepieces; 
the anchor escapement for clocks, by 
Robert Hooke in 1676 and the de- 


tached lever escapement for watches, , 


invented by Thomas Mudge about 
1750. 

In spite of the theoretical elimina- 
tion of the necessity for a fusee by 
the two inventions mentioned in the 
last paragraph, there is no clear-cut 
dividing line between watches with- 
out fusees and watches with fusees. 
As a matter of fact, the detached 
lever, which was invented in 1750 
and is clearly superior to the earlier 
type of escapement, did not come into 
general use until the early nine. 
teenth century. Actually, its inventor 
did not attach too much importance 
to it. As a consequence, I have seen 
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ordinary watches with the crown 
wheel and verge escapement and the 
fusee that were made after 1840. 
I have seen ordinary watches with 
the lever escapement still using the 
fusee up to as late as 1850. 

I have stressed the fact that after 
the invention of the anchor escape- 
ment for clocks and the detached 
lever escapement for watches the fu- 
see was no longer necessary for 
ordinary timepieces. By ordinary 
timepieces I mean the watch or clock 
made to sell at a reasonable price, 
for ordinary use, and which would 
keep time of sufficient accuracy for 
ordinary day to day use. The fusee 
is still used in marine chronometers

and for timepieces to be used where 
extreme accuracy is required. 

Again, I am not attempting a de- 
scription of the fusee in words. Fine 
illustrations and clear explanations 
of its action will be found in the 
books that I have listed and a close 
study of this important invention is 
urged upon anyone who is interested 
in the history of timepieces. ; 

The overlapping of one mechanical 
principle over another and the lapses 
of time between the invention of a 
principle and its adoption for gen- 
eral use points up the difficulty m 
determining the age of a timepiece 
by its mechanical design. In fact, 
there is no such formula. Of course, 
there are a great many things that 
will catch the eye of an expert and 
will aid him in the establishment of 
a probable date of manufacture. 
Many of these things will be found 
in the books that I have recommend- 
ed. I have said many times that there 
is no short cut to a knowledge of 
old timepieces. The formula is a long 
and careful study of the subject, sup- 
plemented by actual experience in 
being able to examine, handle, and 
perhaps, work on them. 

In Abbot’s “Antique Watches and 
How to Establish Their Age” will be 
found a Chronological table giving 
the approximate dates of various de- 
velopments in the history of waches. 
This table is helpful when studying 
a particular timepiece, It however, 
cannot and must not, be accepted as 
the final word in any particular in- 
stance. This is because of the over- 
lapping and time lapses that I have 
mentioned before. Am I making the 
whole subject of old watches sound 
too complicated? I doubt it. True 
enough; if the maker’s name is signed

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to the watch, the dating is simpli- 
fied. On the other hand, some of 
the finest and most interesting watch- 
es I have ever seen bore no marks 
of identification whatever. 

It may seem strange that in sketch- 
ily covering the early history of 
watches we have discussed only a 
very few of the mechanical princi- 
ples and improvements involWwed. Ac- 
tually there were thousands of in- 
ventions during this and a later pe- 
riod. Only these few, however, had 
lasting merit and contributed greatly 
to the development of timepieces. 

One other invention of this period, 
should perhaps be mentioned, since it 
did contribute considerably to the 1m- 
provement in accuracy of watches. 
This is the balance spring, which 
came into use about 1658. The very 
earliest watches had a foliot balance, 
which was merely a bar set horizon- 
tally on the end of the verge arbor. 
This bar oscillated back and forth 
as the teeth of the crown wheel ac- 
tuated the pallets on the verge ar- 
bor. There was no control of it and 
its movements were erratic, to say 
the least. The first balance springs 
were hog bristles, and later, were 
thin coiled steel springs of only four 
or five turns around the verge arbor. 
These early springs had no semblance 
of isochronism, but they did never- 
theless exercise some control over the 
oscillations of the foliot. balance 
and/or the balance wheel causing it 
to perform with greater regularity. 
It took nearly 200 years for the bal- 
ance spring to be developed into a 
coiled spring of isochronous efficiency 
and to contribute in full measure to 
the accuracy of timekeeping. 

In the third part of this series we 
will take a look at some of the later 
developments in watchmaking and 
which lead us to the efficient watch 
of the present time, 

Once again, I must point out that 
the illustrations used in connection 
with this article have no connection 
whatever with the text. They are in- 
serted purely as a matter of interest.

Nagas Live in 
Legend 


By GRACE KALER 


The art of India is rich with 
representations of nagas, the ser- 
pent demi-gods of Hindu mythology. 
After the cow, the snake was per- 
haps the most revered animal of an- 
cient India. Nagas, superhuman in 
wisdom, were sometimes symbolized 
with the head or the tail of a ser- 
pent; more often they typified mer- 
men and mermaids, wearing head- 
dresses decorated with a serpent— 
usually a five-headed cobra. 

An image of Nanda, the Nagaraja, 
or king of the nagas, occasionally in- 
cluded the winged and feathered fea- 
tures of a Chinese dragon. Followers 
of Nanda—male and female—were 
always human to the waist, thence 
had serpent bodies. 

The figure of the Nagaraja Nanda 
shown here displays the marvelous 
manifestations of the serpent in its 
semi divine form. The Nagaraja, hu- 
man to the waist, thence with a ser- 
pent body, is wearing a five-headed 
cobra crown on his head and is hold- 
ing a serpent. His princely neck or- 
nament is enriched with coral. 

Seven sacred cobras—their heads 
forming a halo or shield behind and 
above the figure—are attached and 
extend below the waist. The base, 
with a Tibetan inscription, supports 
the naga standing in swirling water. 
This example came from the unique 
collection of the late Baron A. von 
Stael-Holstein of Peking, China. 

A legend of the sea reveals that 
nagas were spirits of the waters, 
with almost supernatural powers. In 
China the dragon, or naga, was usu- 
ally a beneficent being who controlled 
the rain, and thus became a guar- 
dian of the fertility of the soil—hold- 
ing in hissway serenity and success. 
The evil dragons were those of the 
mountains, introduced by the Bud- 
dhists. 

_ A naga community was classified 
into groups of kings, nobles, and 


commoners, Buddhists, and non-Bud-- 


dhists. The Buddhist naga kings seem 
to have been protected from attacks 
rs their constant enemies, the garx:- 
as. 

The garuda, a mythological, gold- 
en-winged bird of Indian and Tibetan 
folklore, was forever waging war- 
fare against the nagas. Legends de- 
scribe the garuda as part bird and 
part human. In Indian symbolism the 
garuda represents the sun, and the 
naga typifies the energy of the wa- 
ters of the earth.

Naga kings lived in paradises in 
the depths of the sea, where they 
were nourished on pearls and opals. 
They guarded great treasures, some 
of which they occasionally gave to 
mortals whom they favored. 

There were five of these semi divin- 
ities, the principal being in the cen- 
ter, surrounded by the four “great 
guardian kings of the quarters of 
the world:” the white guardian of 
the east, king of the Gandharvas 
(heavenly musicians) ; the green king 
of the south, lord of the Gnomes, 
and the red guardian of the west, 
king of the Nagas. The king of the 
Yaksas (tree spirits), the god of 
wealth, was the yellow guardian of 
the north, 

These five sea-dragons, or naga- 
kings, were immortal. Like the other 


gods, they went once a year to the 
superior Heavens to make a report 
to the Supreme Ruler. They made 
this journey in the third month—at 
which time none of the other gods 
dared appear—and their stay above 
was brief. 

These nagas generally remained in 
the depths of the ocean, where their 
courts were filled with their sub- 
jects and attendants, and where the 
gods visited them. Their palaces of 
colored transparent stones, with 
crystal doors, are said to have been 
seen in the early morning by per- 
sons gazing into the deep reflective 
waters. 

In the spring the nagas ascended 
to the skies. There was (1) the celes- 
tial naga who guarded the mansions 
of the gods; (2) the aerial naga who 
caused the winds to blow and pro- 
duce precious rain for the benefit of 
mankind; (8) the earthly naga, who 
outlined the courses of rivers and 
streams; (4) the naga of hidden 
treasures, who watched over the 
wealth concealed from mortals. Be- 
cause of their fancy for treasures 
they are often associated with the 
god of wealth. 

The people seemed to have a more 
certain faith in nagas than in most 
of their divinities—perhaps because 
the nagas made themselves visible 
so frequently. Every cloud with a 
curious formation or serpentine tail 
was considered a naga. 

As guardians of the life-giving ete- 
ments of the waters, nagas were 
closely connected with the earthly 
yaksas. Dwelling in the hills and 
mountains, yaksas were the guar- 
dians of the precious metals, stones 
and jewels buried in the earth, and 
so were the donors of wealth and 
well-being. Yaksas were revered by 
country people. Both nagas and yak- 
sas were represented as door guar- 
dians, watching over the welfare of 
the home. 

It seems reasonable to presume 
that nagas were a part of the old 
folklore of Tibet, which was identi- 
cal to many traditional legends of 
India. 

All Souls Day, a Tibetan festival 
function, was celebrated on the 15th 


day of the fourth month. The rain-. 


deities were appeased on this day. 
The lay governor of Lhasa, the high 
official lamas, and other officers went

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in procession from the court at Po- 
tala to the great Lhasa cathedral. 
Here they honored the eminent 
image of Buddha and lingered for a 
lamp-feeding ceremony. Melted but- 
ter was poured from silver ladles 
into the temple lamp. 

Proceeding to another- temple, cer- 
tain Lamaist officials repeated the 
lamp-feeding ceremony. Here they 
distributed bits of brick-tea to the 
poor people who were assembled to 
receive the customary charity. The 
procession continued along a great 
circular road, distributing tea as it 
went, by way of the Mende bridge 
to the dragon temple. a 

In an inner sanctuary of the drag- 
on temple offerings of gold and sil- 
ver were deposited among the snake 
images. This room was then locked 
and sealed, not to be opened again 
until the following year. The object 
of this ceremony was to gain the 
good graces of the naga demi-gods 
and the assurance of sufficient rain 
for the benefit of crops and animals. 


Nagas, in relation to Indian reli- 
gion and art» were rather well known 
among the Sinhalese people of Cey- 
lon. The Nagaraja is frequently re- 
ferred to in Sinhalese poetry, The 
Naga Mucalinda, who shelters the 
Buddha, is often represented. Sinha- 
lese art is inherently Indian. It is 
a religious art, more truly Hindu— 
though Buddhist in purpose. 


In Sinhalese decoration the naga 
is seen as a simple cobra on textiles 
and on embroidered betel bags. The 
naga poruva is a whorl of cobras 
interlocked in succession, often seen 
on brass trays. The punava, used in 
devil-dancing ceremonies, is a remark- 
able earthenware vessel with twelve 
spouts. It is ornamented with cobras 
and is elaborately painted. 


The cobra’s hood is one.of the 108 
auspicious symbols associated with 
each foot of Buddha, A list of these 
symbols was learned by every Sin- 
halese child in school. Every detail 
had to be memorized and repeated 
perfectly. Much of the material was 
not understood at the time but formed 
a firm foundation for more advanced 
studies. ‘ 

In Sinhalese architecture the naga 
is found as a protective symbol. Ele- 
gant earthen finials decorated with 
cobras often completed the effect of 
a Kandyan roof. These cobra finials 
were found on wayside shelters, on 
image houses, as well as on monas- 
tery and temple roofs, However, those 
on temples were often replaced by 
more pretentious finials of gilt 
bronze. 

The builders of Angkor, the ruined 
city of Cambodia, made the ancient 
naga symbol a part of their won- 
drous work. The sacred seven-head- 
ed naga was a predominant feature 
in the decoration of Pra Khan a 
large monastery built of laterite and 
sandstone in the ninth century—first 
Buddhist, then giving way to Hin- 
duism. Lining the path to the en- 
trance were grim, grotesque lions 
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and rampant nagas with bas-reliefs 
of Garuda over their heads. 

Between the Buddha and the naga 
in India there is not the antagonism 
as in some Western thinking regard- 
ing the savior versus serpent sym- 
bolism. 

Prominent in the Buddhist art of 
Cambodia and Siam is a special form 
of Buddha. This manifestation em- 
phasizes the supreme harmony be- 
tween the savior who has overcome 
the bondage of nature and the ser- 
pent who symbolizes that bondage.

The newest museum to open in the 
United States in 1959 is STRATH- 
MONT—A museum of American Life, 
in Elmira, N. Y., 18 miles east of 
Corning and 7 miles north of the 
Pennsylvania line. It opened to the 
public on January 24, This 15 acre 
property was purchased prior by 
the Strathmont Museum as a result 
of a successful fund-raising drive 
for $200,000. The property includes 
an English Tudgr-style house, built 
in 1929, with 21 rooms and 10 baths 
and an older barn dating from 1894, 
as well as greenhouses and exten- 
sive gardens. Loans from Elmira col- 
lections will be shown in the main 
house, with carriage and horse dis- 
plays in the barn.

A Gallery of Photography, empha- 


sizing the history of portraiture, fea- . 


turing gifts of historical cameras 
from George Eastman House in 
Rochester, and gifts and loans of old 
photographs from Elmira; the In- 
ternational Gallery presents the arts 
of the Orient: China, Japan, Korea, 
and the Philippines; the Furniture 
Gallery displays 18th century fur- 
niture; the Children’s Galleries in- 
clude an exhibit on transportation, 
depicting early railroad history by 
means of model trains, historical ob- 
jects, (passes and tickets), and 


prints. A special Toy Shop is for 
children with toys from Mexico and 
doll houses and carriages from the 
Victorian era. The Library on the 
main floor is devoted to a special ex- 
hibit on Mark Twain who wrote

many of his best books, including 
parts of Tom Sawyer and Huckle- 
berry Finn, during the summers he 
spent in Elmira. An _ illustrated 
chronological survey of Mark 
Twain’s life and career is presented, 
with loans of original letters from 
the New York Public Library, orig- 
inal manuscripts from the collection 
of Mr. and Mrs. Roy J. Friedman of 
Chicago. An original drawing of 
Mark Twain made from life in 
New York City in 1903 by the 
well-known American artist, Everett 
Shinn, will be on view, lent by Vic- 
tor Spark of New York City. One of 
the most expressive sculptured. heads 
of Mark Twain ever made is by Ern- 
fred Anderson, the Director of the 
Arnot Art Gallery in Elmira, is on 
view. A model of a Mississippi river- 
boat is shown in front of a photo- 
graph of the John J. Roe, one of 
the boats of which Mark Twain was 
pilot, lent by the Missouri Histor- 
ical Society, St. Louis. A water col-

Strathmont Museum was chartered 
in 1958 as a non-profit educational 
institution by the New York State 
Board of Regents.

phonic sound, in addition to having 
a complete equipment for A.M. and 
F.M. receiving and tape recording 
apparatus.

wax with cloth body and kid arms 
was sold for $70. A mechanical mu- 
sic box with two dolls that turn sold 
for $45. Another Steiner: this time 
a 14 inch baby was purchased for 
$70. If Grandma and Grandpa ex- 
cited comment the day before, so 
did a 50 inch life size solid wax 
faced boy doll with wooden jointed 
body and iron feet. Originally a dis- 
play model, he sold for only $25. 

Excitement had quickened since the 
very first advertisements and cat- 
alogs had mentioned the magic word 
“Bru.” Now the 21 inch doll with 
marked head and shoulders, brown 
hair and eyes, costumed in ecru silk, 
was brought forth. The opening bid 
of $100, ran by $25’s to $200, and 
from that point advanced swiftly in 
a hushed stillness to $600, with the 
entire bidding lasting no more than 
one or two minutes. A nice Auto- 
peripatetikos walking doll complete 
with key went for $80; a 15 inch 
Joel Ellis with replacement arm and 
leg was bought for $30, and an early 
wax peddler doll (15 inches) was 
sold for $45, Several milliner’s moa- 
els, one from the Eaton Paper Mfg. 
Co. home ($55) with unusual hair-do 
were sold for varying prices. 

The upstairs dolls next occupied 
attention and a large Bye-lo baby 
doll brought $52.50, a nearly Chase 
doll $10, and a 20 inch Schoenhut 
was sold for $19. A musical composi- 
tion May Starr doll was sold for $21- 
while a darling and realistic organ 
grinder with monkey (made by Kim- 
port) was sold for $50. Twenty-one 
beautifully costumed Lenci dolls 
ranged in price from $2 to $13. An 
early baby carriage with a calico 
horse made of leather was sold for 
$57.50. Many Indian aftd character 
dolls were also sold, including an 
elaborate and rare Indian chief 
(17.50). Consider’ the plight of the 
“pregnant” German bisque doll who 
couldn’t find a home! Twice rejected 
on Tuesday, she was finally sold Wed- 
nesday for $25. 

The third day again featured an 
enthusiastic but slightly smaller 
crowd. Mr. Withington and Mrs. 
Cram wisely featured interesting 
dolls on each day of the sale, thus 
successfully holding their audience’s 
attention throughout. A handsome 15 
inch French fashion with kid body 
and arms, pierced ears, dark violet 
eyes and a rose quilted silk gown 
(see picture #1) brought $135. A 
very unusual early wootten doll with 
interesting hair-do with pug in the 
back (see picture #4) brought $95. 
The primitive horse rocker pictured 
here (#2) was sold for $70. The 
Goodyear rubber doll (see picture 
#6) brought $47.50. A truly beau- 
tiful Dolly Madison type glass-eyed 
17 inch Parian with swivel neck, 
kid body, purple band and bow in 
hair (shoulder repair) went for $170. 
A rare rawhide 15 inch boy doll with 
a history pinned to his clothing was 


sold for $37.50 (see picture #4). A 
beautiful marked R.D. 24 inch French 
bisque with brown eyes and hair (see 
picture #1) brought $90. A 15 inch 
French fashion sold for $60. ” 

The last of the upstairs dolls in- 
cluded two hand-carved wooden reli- 
gious figures which soid for $27.50 
each. Thirteen Kathe Kruse dolls 
brought from $3 to $21, while two 
Dewees Cochran dolls brought $18 
and $17 respectively. Princess Mar- 
garet and Princess Elizabeth were 
purchased for $23 each. Innumerable 
foreign and character dolls were sold 
next as were many modern dolls and 
dolls’ furniture. Trunks and boxes 
filled with dolls’ clothes and mate- 
rials were also auctioned. 


Within the short space of three 
days over 1400 dolls had passed into 
the hands of new owners. In many in- 
stances dolls which had been together 
as a unit for some length of time 
were separated, while in certain in- 
stances, at Mrs. Smith’s request, 
groups of two or three were sold as 
a lot: thus insuring their continued 
“togetherness.” This writer is indeed 
thankful that she had the privilege 
of viewing the entire collection only 
nine months before for now it 1s 
scattered to the four corners of this 
continent. The excitement and drama 
which attended its disposal will Jong 
be remembered by each person who 
attended.

Let’s Study 
Our Bells 


By LOIS E. SPRINGER 


One of the most important aspects 
in the collecting of bells is the re- 
search into their origin, manufac- 
ture and design. One misses a great 
deal of collecting pleasure, as well 
as some advantageous buys, in being 
unconcerned about serious research. 

Even the most unassuming bells 
may have an interesting bit of his- 
tory and thereby become more preci- 
ous. Early in my own collecting 
career a friend gave me a little old 
school bell which had been handed 
down in her family and which was 
inscribed “Freedom Township School, 
Freedom, Wisconsin, 1881, Miss Kate 
Stiles, Teacher.” For several years 
this bell stood with others of its 
kind as just another handbell. It 
was not until I acquired several bells 
with the word liberty in their inscrip- 
tion that I became more curious 
about the little old school bell. My 
very first effort at research on it 


_ brought back this quaint story from 


the Wisconsin Historical Society, evi- 
dence that the bell in question had 
association with a bit of real Amer- 
icana. 

“Re: your request for informa- 
tion about the meaning of the name 
of the village of Freedom. Many 
years ago an old negro named An- 
drew Jackson . . . had lived in 


a small hut on a little farm in what 
is now Freedom township. He had 
built the hut and established his

residence there after a tortuous 
journey from the south, where he 
had escaped from .a slave master. 
This was about 1850. 

Later on, when the township was 
organized and the choice of a name 
was to be made, the citizens voted 
to name it Jackson township in 
honor of the old negro, who had 
grown to be a neighborhood friend 
and always had a part in the ac- 
tivities of the vicinity. 

As a courtesy to Jackson, a dele- 
gation was sent to his hut to in- 
form him of that decision. The old 
negro heard their story, but as its 
import dawned upon him, he shook 
his head decisively and said, ‘No, 
gemmun, doan call it Jackson, no 
sah! Call it Freedom, kase here’s 
where this old darky got his free- 
dom.’ ” 


Any bell bearing an inscription, 
commemorative or otherwise, offers 
at least a starting point for research 
and may, as in one instance, lead to 
information hitherto unrecorded. A 
small brass bell inscribed “Crane Co., 
1855-1925,” had been in my collec- 
tion from its beginning. I assumed 
that this beautifully made bell had 
some connection with the Crane Com- 
pany known today for its brass fix- 
tures. Upon inquiry the company re- 
sponded that favors of this type had

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A Gypsy Caravan 


Some of us who grew up in rural 
towns and the country can recall the 
gypsies who “tented” in the wide 
open spaces on balmy nights, while 
their horses grazed by tke roadside 
or in some green school yard nearby. 
The wagon or wagons were usually 
the canvas, covered type, in which 
the family or families lived, pitching 
their tents around the wagon at 
night. 

Eventide was a time for music and 
campfires. Some of the gypsies were 
skilled in metal working, and often 
times traded their wares for a chick- 
en or country ham or other edible 
produce. To our knowledge there was 
never any reports of violence from 
these carefree, nomadic wanderers. 


Except for music and metal bibe- 
lots, some of us thought of the gyp- 
sies as lacking culture. However, the 
wagon illustrated here would dis- 
prove that. It is called a Yypsy cara- 
van by its present owners, Merritts 
Antiques, Douglassville, Pa. F. H. 
Burkholder of that firm, writes the 
Staff of HOBBIES, as follows: 


“Recently we have purchased, to 
be used as an attraction at our es- 
tablishment of business, a gypsy 
caravan. To our knowledge, this is 
the first one ever to be brought into 
this country. 


“This caravan was purchased from 


a descendant of the original owner. 
He said his great-grandfather pur- 
chased it for approximately 1000 
POUNDS, It has been passed from 
generation to generation and has 
been used as a caravan until recently. 

“The owner’s grandmother raised 
seven children in it. This must have 
been a most complicated task for the 
interior of the caravan is a mere 
four feet by eight feet. Everything 
inside, however, is very compact 
with lots of drawers and built-in cup- 
boards. The ceiling of the caravan is 
attractively decorated with hand- 
painted murals with a centerpiece, of 
a bouquet of roses surrounded by a 
group of eagle heads.”

been presented guests at Crane’s 70th 
anniversary dinner, marking the fact 
that their company’s earliest factory 
had been called a brass and bell foun- 
dry. It was believed, however, that 
no bells had ever been actually cast 
there, 

Within a few more days came a 
special delivery letter, saying that a 
member of the Crane family had un- 
earthed from heirloom treasures a 
fine old brass cowbell on a heavy 
strap, tagged to indicate it had been 
cast by the Crane Bell Foundry 
about 1858. The company was deeply 
grateful for the inquiry which had 
sparked their discovery. 

It is experiences like this that en- 
liven research and make us realize 
how many chapters in the history 
of bells are yet uncovered. 

When purchasing or inheriting an 
old bell, one is sometimes fortunate 
enough to receive with it some docu- 
ment in writing. Still, unless this 
record comes direct from the orig- 
inal owner or a member of the fam- 
ily, it may not be genuine. One of 
our readers tells of buying at auc- 
tion a heavily antiqued bell attrib- 
uted to none other than Napoleon, 
according to the sales papers. Some 
time later while cleaning the bell, our 
reader noticed deep inside in small 
letters the words “Made in England.” 
Beyond a doubt the bell is of modern 
manufacture. 

This incident points up the fact 
that cleaning newly purchased bells 
is still another approach to their stu- 
dy. Sometimes the findings are dis- 
illusioning; then again, they are 
pleasantly surprising. One of the first 
gifts in my collection was an an- 
cient set of Persian camel bells. They 
were heavily covered with grime and 
corrosion; and to scrape away any 
of this would hever have occurred 
to me if there hadn’t been an es- 
pecially bumpy area on the front of 
the largest bell in the chime. When 
the accumulation of dirt was gently 
removed from this spot, there ap- 
peared the embossing of a lion stand- 
ing against a rising sun and carry- 
ing a curved sword in one upraised 
paw. My gift, then, was no ordinary 
set of old camel bells, for it bore the 
national emblem of Persia (Iran). 


If there is any one type of bell 
more challenging to research than 
another, perhaps it is the figurine 
bells. Collectors are understandably 
eager to know what famous persons 
their figurine bells depict. Illustra- 
tions from biography or history are 
often helpful. But lacking these, it 
is difficult indeed to know whom the 
figures are designed to represent. 


The accompanying photograph 
shows five figure bells which have 
proved extremely difficult to identi- 
fy. The center bell, two figures joined 
as one, might possibly represent the 
two wealthy “Ladies of Llangollen” 
. .. yet their hats are not in the 


traditional Welsh style. It has also 
been suggested that they represent 
the famous twin sisters of charity 
in Biddenden, Kent. This pair, how- 
ever, was joined both at the hip and 
the shoulder . . . which would make 
that identication for the bell doubt- 
ful, too. 

The two bells at the right seem 
more positively identified than the 
others.

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This Is Imari

Hideyoshi was a Japanese general 
accustomed to success. Born in pov- 
erty he gradually rose in power by 
ruthlessly eliminating all the most 
powerful daimyos, provincial barons. 
Ultimately he became more powerful 
than the Emperor. But it was his 
biggest failure, when he set out in 
1598 to conquer China, that brought 
about his greatest contribution to 
ne development of porce- 
ain. 

Actually, porcelain was known in 
Japan before that time. But it was 
crude, dull and unrefined. The ce- 
ramic art was more concerned with 
pottery. However, among Hideyoshi’s 
generals were several feudal lords 
who sponsored pottery kilns in the 
promotion of cha no yu, the art 
of tea ceremony. In their retreat 
through Korea these generals picked 
up ceramic artists and took them 
back to Japan. Most were settled in 
Kyushu, southernmost of the four 
main islands. It tvas these Koreans 
whe discovered, 25 years later, near 
the town of Arita, the famous Izu- 
miyama kaolin deposits of such in- 
comparable quality that no refining 
was necessary. 

Like ordinary pottery, this porce- 
lain could be fired at high temper- 
atures. Because of its clear, white 
paste, figures and designs could be 
painted on the biscuit and a transpar- 
ent glaze laid over the artist’s work 
for protection before firing. This was 
done first in a deep blue oxide made 


from cobalt; later it also was done’ 


in red, from iron oxide. Early dec- 
orations, naturally, were Korean or 
showed the influence of the Ming pe- 
riod of China (1268-1661). Later 
they became pure Japanese. 

But by this time Hideyoshi had 
died and Christianity, which he had 
protected, was under a reign of ter- 
ror. The Tokugawas, who took over 
as shoguns, closed Japan to trade 
and missionaries. Only at one port, 
Nagasaki, were a few Dutch ships 
allowed to trade each year. Not until 
after Admiral Perry’s treaty in 1853 


was Japan again to be opened to 
world commerce. 

But art was not to be denied. Each 
year through the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies, more and more Dutch ship 
captains sought out the rare pieces 
of clear white, decorated porcelains. 
Europe had gone wild about them. 
In 1664, one Dutch captain exported 
45,000 pieces and still could not fill 
the demand. 

Try as they could, the Dutch trad- 
ers could not locate the village where 
the material was manufactured. 
They did not learn for almost a cen- 
tury that probably as many as 100 
Arita prefecture kilns were making 
the porcelain, mostly for the private 
collections of feudal lords. But the 
Dutch did discover the material came 
to them through a port 57 miles from 
Nagasaki. So they named the ceramic 
after that port city and called it 
Imari (pronounced E-mar-ree). 

When sufficient material could not 
be obtained to meet the demand in 
Europe, Dutch porcelain manufactur- 
ers adopted the blue and reds and 
called it, again after the town of 
manufacture—Delft. When Germans 
copied it, they also used the name 
of their town—Meissen. In England 
it became Worcester ware. 

This beautiful multi-colored ware 
with its fruit patterns representing 
citrons, pomegranates, and other cit- 
trus fruits, and flowers, is said to 
be the original of so-called gaudy 
ware of all kinds, 

Imari and the product of the Ari- 
ta kilns, assumed many names in 
Japan. Basically there are five types 
of Imari. But individual pieces may 
take the names of these types, be 
known for the area in which the 
kilns are or were located, bear the 
names of provincial barons or the 
artists who created the styles, al- 
tered the designs, or evolved specific 
symbols. Just to complicate matters, 
the same kilns made material that 
might be known under the basic name 
of the five types of Imari. 


These five types should first be 
understood, and are: 

Sometsuke or under-the-glaze blue 
on white. The blue is from cobalt or 
indigo. Most of the designs are land- 
scapes, but there also may be floral 
patterns, humen figures and animals, 
including birds and fish. 

Sansai or three-colored Imari, 
sometimes called ku (old) Imari. This 
is of two classes, an under-the-glaze 
blue with an over-the-glaze 
red (from iron oxide) on a white 
background. Old Imari blue is pur- 
plish and sometimes shows gold paint. 
The fioral pattern is much used, 
especially cherry blossoms. In the 
second group designs include ani- 
mals and fish and sometimes human 
figures, 

Gosai or five-colored Imari of 
which the Brocade or nishikide wares 
are the best known. These were called 
brocade not because, as erroneously 
believed they were copied from bro- 
cades, but because the design cov- 
ered the entire surface, These de- 
signs were imitated by the Chinese 
who sent similar wares to Europe in 
competition with the Japanese. Col- 
ors include the usual under-the-glaze 
blue, red enamel, gold paint, green, 
black, and shades of these colors 
such as yellow, vurple and _ violet. 
The designs include the highly styl- 
ized combination of plum, pine and 
bamboo, known as sho chiku bai, sym- 
bol of strength in adversity; the 
seven gods of good luck, floral pat- 
terns and human figures. 

Kakiyemon Imari named for a ce- 
ramic artist, Sakaida Kizayemon, 
who popularized an_ individualistic 
style that discarded crowded patterns 
covering the entire surface and sub-, 
stituted simplicity and skilful use of 
contrived blank spaces. He used pure,

sometsuke bowl; 6-inch sansai dish: 8-inch kakiemon plate. 
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rich enamel colors but specialized in 
a pleasing orange-red and a clear 
blue-green almost turquoise. His un- 
der-the-glaze blue was used sparing- 
ly and his designs are mostly birds 
and blossoms. Because of the sparse 
patterns, an even finer glaze was 
necessary. Legend says that Kizaye- 
mon once painted a colored persim- 
mon (kaki) so realistically for a feu- 
dal lord who was his sponsor that 
the baron ordered the artist’s name 
changed to Kakiyemon. Thereafter 
the eldest son of the family adopted 
that name. Present head of the fam- 
ily is Kakiyemon the thirteenth. Much 
of the work of Kakiyemon the first 
went to Europe, as did that of the 
second and third generation. 

Imari Kinrande are designs in gold 
on a red enamel background. These 
closely resemble another Japanese 
porcelain, kutani, but the red is typ- 
ically Imari red and the designs are 
usually stylized flower patterns and 
not the wandering, curly lines of ku- 
tani. 

Imari Marks 

Early potters who made Imari used 
no seal or marks of their own. This 
was probably due to the Japanese 
subtle assumption that anything an 
artist made bore enough of his per- 
sonality to make identification appar- 
ent. Some generalized marks can fre- 
quently be found, however. These are 


drawn with a brush in blue under 
the glaze, Oldest is the fuku or mark 
of good fortune. Export material fre- 
quently showed a single blossom 
brushed on in red, Blue lines around 
the base are almost universal on ail 
Imari. 
Other Arita Designations 

Only long familiarity can aid one 
in discerning and identifying the 
products of the various kilns. Most 
of these establishments surrounded 
their processes by secrecy compar- 
able today only to atomic warfare. 
Leaks of information were, not unfre- 
quently, followed by death sentences. 
Kilns sometimes were moved from 
place to place within the baron’s dis- 
trict so that none but the artists 
would become too familiar with for- 
mulas. Out of this condition arises 
other names that identify the prod- 
uct of the Imari producers. These in- 
clude: 

Nadeshima named for a lord baron 
who served with Hideyoshi and 
brought back a famous Korean pot- 
terer. This type of Imari is quite 
distinctive because of its free, nat- 
uralistic drawings of two or three 
blossoms. Nabeshima differs from Ka- 
kiyemon, which it resembles, because 
the Kakiyemon drawings are raised 
above the glazed surface and per- 
ceptible to the touch. 

Okochi ware named for one of the 


kilns producing Nabeshima plates 
and tea cups. Much of the work was 
done in sometsuki, although there 
was also a production of the brocade 
style. 

Hirado, named for an island off 
the coast of Arita to which another 
war lord brought a Korean potter 
in 1598. Very little of this material 
left Japan before the Restoration 
(1868) although it had been made 
for 150 years previously. The Hirado 
sometsuke blue is soft and the out- 
lines tend to blur, but it has an ex- 
quisite fineness and elegance that 
makes its possession prizes of its 
owners. 

Nagasaki ware is a term applied 
to material made at the Arita kilns 
after the Restoration by Eisayemon 
Fukugawa and includes pairs of ha- 
bachi (braziers) and flower vases of 
large size with wide mouths, These 
were blue and sometimes trimmed in 
imitation Imari red and gold and 
made purely for export. Key to the 
origin is that all other Imari is in- 
dividualized and no two of any items 
ever made exactly similar in shape 
or decoration. Nagasaki ware is a 
product of that type of thinking 
wherein the buyer believes he is pur- 
chasing something typically Oriental 
and the manufacturer is convinced 
he is making something “foreign 
fashion.” Neither is correct.

This changed every- 
one’s thinking on the turbaned lady, 
who is now tentatively identified 
not as a wine-seller but as Flor- 
ence Nightingale serving during the 
Crimean War, 


The two bells at the left never fail 
to intrigue all who see them. The 
costumes, figures and bearded (7?) 
faces are identical except for the 
creatures carried atop the head. 
Working with the bell topped by a 
dolphin, anthropologists have ven- 
tured the thought that this lady rep- 
resents St. Virge Forte, a bearded 
Virgin of the 8th or 9th century, 
whose symbol was the dolphin. Yet 
the costume on this figure would seem 
to make her a more common individ- 
ual possibly a street vendor, for it 
is known that in Catholic countries 
the dolphin is a rare delicacy that 
can be eaten on fast days. 


But what of the lady holding aloft 
a snake with a ball in its mouth? 
And to confuse the matter even more, 
since this photograph was taken an 
auction has brought to light still 
another figure in the series where the 
lady balances a human head! Obvi- 
ously the designer of these bells had 
in mind individuals who must cer- 
tainly have added local color to their 
corner of the world, a corner as yet 
not determined. 


These several brief examples illus-. 


trate factual identifications, identi- 
fications that may prove entirely 
false, and still others that are mere- 
ly tentative. But the collector who 
sincerely wants to know his bells 
must realize that not -all identifica- 
tions can be verified. Only by good 
fortune and perseverence does one 
come by undisputed verifications. The 
realization of all this) however, should 
stimulate and not discourage enthu- 
siastic bell collectors. Seeking their 


stories is half the fun in collecting 
bells.

HOW TO DECORATE FOR AND WITH 
ANTIQUES, by Ethel Hall BJerkoe. 
Doubleday & Co., Inc., 575 Madison 
Ave., New York 22, N. Y. Copyright 
1966-1959. 256 pages. Price $4.95. 


Next to the information and pleas- 
ure to be derived from actually vis- 
iting the preserved, restored and re- 
furnished old houses of New Eng- 
land, a list of which Mrs. Bjerkoe 
gives in her Appendix, is the reading 
of this book, 

It is divided into three parts. Part 
One, Vignettes, gives brief, factual 
details on Color, Wallpapers, Sten- 
ciled and Painted Walls, Spinning, 
Weaving, and other Handicrafts, Fur- 
niture. 

Part Two, Backgrounds, deals with 
Architectural and Decorating Periods 
of American architecture and furni- 
ture, touching in costume and cus- 
toms to help the periods “live again” 
for the reader. These periods are list- 
ed as Early American, Colonial, Fed- 
eral, Greek Revival, Victorian. 

Part Three, Today’s Interiors, cov- 
ers four fields. They are: The Early 
American Home of Today; How to 
Create a Colonial Interior; Contem- 
porary Federal Style of Decorating; 
Victorian As We Like It. 

The Furniture Section is a master- 
piece of brief survey of this field of 
Decorative Arts. So is the portion on 
the Architectural and Decorating Pe- 
riods. Interesting, vital facts are here 
touching in the times, the people, and 
their treasures which are today’s an- 
tiques, 

This is a book worth reading, stu- 
dying, owning. Its chapters on adapt- 
ing our homes and the treasures of 
the past to today’s living will be a 
guide and inspiration to many.

The 
author says, “Hand shadows have 
one advantage ... over other shows.

The Shadow Puppets section tells 
of their use in ancient China, Java, 


Siam, India, Greece, Turkey, Persia, 
and France, of England’s and Ameri- 
ca’s “Gallanty Shows,” and how to 
make and operate shadow puppets by 
rod control or string control.

Silhouette art includes America’s 
Charles Willson Peal’s contribution, 
and how his silhouettes, sold “two 
for a quarter,” are now almost price- 
less.

supporters, by Col. Robert E. Lee 
and 90 Marines, the trial, the time 
spent in prison and the eventual ex- 
ecution are all vividly described in 
the story by the author, Charlotte 
Judd Fairbairn. 

Also contained in this booklet are 
the town histories of Shepherdstown, 
Harpers Ferry, Middleway and 
Charles Town. Charles Town having 
been the site of the John Brown trial 
and execution gained national prom- 
inence, however this is only one of 
the reasons Charles Town is well 
known.

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions of the 15-cent international air 
mail stamp may send addressed envel- 
opes, together with remittance to cover 
the cost of the stamps to be affixed, to 
the Postmaster, New York, N. Y. A 
close fitting enclosure of postal card 
thickness should be placed in each en- 
velope and the flap either turned in or 
sealed. Envelopes submitted should be of 
ordinary letter size and each must be 
properly addressed. An envelope must 
not be sent for return of first day cov- 
ers. The outside envelope to the Post- 
master should be endorsed “First Day 
Covers 15-cent air mail stamp.” Orders 
for covers must not include requests for 
uncanceled stamps. 


The stamp, 0.84 by 1.44 inches in 
dimension, will be arranged hori- 
zontally, printed on the Giori press, 
and issued in sheets of fifty. 

The 15-cent international air mail 
stamp and the 10-cent and 25-cent 
now being prepared will replace the 
international air mail series of the 
same denominations issued in 1947.

The centennial of “Year 1859 - Lin- 
coln’s Year of Decision” will be the 
subject of three patriotic cachets to 
be issued September 28th by Chicago 
Philatelic Society. 

On this date, 100 years ago, Lin- 
coln was in Chicago enroute to the 
Wisconsin Fair. He handed his speech 
to the “Tribune,” which was already 
urging his candidacy for the presi- 
dency. But not until December 20 
did he release his campaign biog- 
raphy and make his presidential as- 
pirations known. 

The subjects of the cachets are (1) 
the Green Tree Tavern, oldest hotel 
in Chicago where Lincoln sometimes 
stopped on his earlier visits, and (2) 
the famed old Tremont House where 
he made his headquarters at the 
height of his political career, and 
(3) the “Chicago Lincoln” statue by 
Avard Fairbanks in Lincoln Square.

How the Chinese canary swallowed 
the cat of many invaders may in a 
sense be reflected in the history of 
Chinese art. How China has ab- 
sorbed, rather than bowing to many 
powerful armed invaders is a stand- 
ard fact of history. In a sense the 
basic art of China has felt the im- 
pact of art trends all over the world, 
and yet maintained the basic nature 
of its approach. 

We wonder sometimes if the 
phrase “studied simplicity” might 
well describe the Chinese basic de- 
fense against world trends in both 
politics and art. We rather doubt 
that communism has much to fear in 
the way of riots and revolts. But 
we also rather doubt if the Western 
world has much to fear from what 
the Chinese may work out of com- 
munism that satisfies their own 
basic standards of life. 


Since the days of Marco Polo, 
and even before, China has been ex- 
changing “Art” objects with the 
western world. As keen traders, the 
Chinese have provided for “the ex- 
port trade” such designs and decora- 
tions as would satisfy the various 
parts of the world as exotic pieces 
of “typical Chinese” art. If foreign 
importers preferred them highly and 
richly carved, OK, why not? If 
they wanted a whole mess of dragons 
wriggling through the design, dra- 
gons would be furnished. In the 
meantime the artisans would con- 
tinue to produce for the discriminat- 
ing domestic buyer the more plain, 
simple designs, with extreme care 
that every curve and every detail 
was perfect. 


In a sense the recent trend toward 
“Chinese modern” in design is a huge 


joke. It only seems to be joining . 


the world-wide trend toward simpli- 
city of design. In fact, it is probably 
only offering to the world the na- 
tural simplicity of design that dis- 
criminating Chinese have favored for 
centuries for their own use. The 
great artisans of the Ming period 
would probably feel much more at 
home with these “modern” pieces 
than they would with dragons in a 
welter of many flowers, a la the so- 
called “typical Chinese.” 

Is there perhaps a well guarded 


simplicity in the Chinese mind that 

will baffle politicians of the future 

as it has artists of the past? 
—o— 


A year ago we were constantly 
reading in the press, “the Russians 
are winning the cold war.” Those 
were the days when Nasser was still 
acting much like a Soviet puppet 
with strings not working just right. 
India was smiling on both sides of 
the face, but a broader smile toward 
Moscow and Peking. Bagdad was 
tottering. 

And then somehow the communist 
load of hay began shifting, and slid- 
ing off a bit in all directions. Mos- 
cow promises did not seem to han 
together very well, and more an 
more small nations began to be sus- 
picious of Moscow “help.” Who is 
winning the cold war today? Not 
so many people would now answer, 
“Russia.” 

Comrade K. seems trying to pull 
new tricks out of the bag. He is 
building up the ego of leaders in 
the captive nations of Europe. He 
is combining a bit of flattery of 
American industrial power with some 
judicious rattling of his ICBM’s. 
With a hungry dragon “friend” gaz- 
ing across the plains, and his old 
gags wearing thin, he seems to be 
having some difficulty in juggling 
the world to suit him.

After one hundred years we begin 
to get perspective. Time mellows 
our thinking. We begin to see and 
feel things that we did not see be- 
fore. 

The year 1959 has been a year of 
freedom and liberation for many 
small nations that were long held 
colonies or parts of other nations. 
“Captive nations” have become un- 
popular throughout the world. But 
one hundred years ago, in 1859, the 
idea of “Secession” by any group 
of states was looked upon by many 
as some sort of horrid, treasonable 
crime. 

All of us, from North or South are 
now glad that the Union was saved, 
to become the greatest nation in the 
world. But, after one hundred years 
of mellowing thought, may we not 


propose a toast to the “patriots” of 
one section of the continent who sin- 
cerely thought they should have a 
nation separate from the great states 
to the north? 

About 1800 some colonies revolted 
against mistreatment by the mother 
country and formed a loose Union 
for mutual protection. Fifty or sixty 
years later, states in the South 
thought they were being imposed 
upon for “protection” of industry in 
the North, and by crusaders from 
the North who would set standards 
for the South. 

We have for many years been glad 
to honor General Robert E. Lee and 
other great military leaders of the 
South. May we not now, after a 
hundred years, honor the sincere po- 
litical “patriots” of the South?

The four-cent Soil Conservation 
stamp released in August may be 
artistically a dream of hump backed 
cows and exaggerated contour plow- 
ing. However, back of this is a very 
solid background of achievement in 
one branch of our public agricultural 
policy. 

For a hundred years of Americana 
our farm lands were permitted to 
erode and gradually wash away down 
to the heavy clay subsoils. For a 
long while such “worn out” land 
could be left to grass and weeds, as 
farmers moved their operations to 
newer and more fertile soil. Whole 
areas became “farmed out” waste. 

The Soil Conservation policies of 
our government have performed, a 
near miracle on our farm lands. A 


drive across the Midwest today will. 


impress any careful observer with 
the tremendous improvement in the 
very soil of America that stands as 
a guarantee of future food for our 
growing population. 

It is easy for anyone to see the 
terrific financial waste of piling up 
greater and greater food surpluses at 
public expense. It is more difficult 
to realize that in some mysterious 
way this great public expense has 
produced a basic power of future 
food production that is more power- 
ful protection for our future than all 
of the billions spent on armaments.

Wants a Book on 
Early Mills 


VIRGINIA — Your recent article on 
the Boone home place by Col. W. E. 
Homan was of great interest. The Boones 
had a very early waterpower grist mill. 
What happened to it? The burrs were 


on the original site a few years ago— 
together with some of the foundation 
stones. It served as a fort against the 


Indians way back about 1735 when most 
of the local settlers went back to the 
village to avoid said Indians. But some 
of the hardy pioneers stayed at the mill 
and succeeded in holding the Indians off. 

I have an opportunity to buy an old 
water mill in east Tennessee. It was 
also used as an ‘Indian’ fort — much 
later, but very early for Tennessee (in 
1776). The mill was first built in 1775, 
was used for many years and rebuilt 
larger in 1814 during the prosperous 
times of 1812-1815 or the War of 1812. 
Historical! This mill is still running. It 
has a big wheel, 16x4 feet. Old mills 
were favorite gathering places for the 
early pioneers, both young and old. This 
one has two fireplaces in a corner (on 
two floors). One was for the men, the 
other for the women and children. I saw 
another very early mill here in Virginia 
this week. It’s about 25 feet square and 
has two floors and basement. Its stone 
walls are about two feet thick, 20 feet 
high, and the buildings and dam are 
intact but the mill is not operating now. 
Its pond is 10 acres. I was told that it 
dates back to around 1675. Why someone 
does not do a long article about these 
early mills is something I cannot un- 
derstand* A book should be written on

Mint 
Errors 
in 
Paper 
Money 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


Mint errors in paper money are 
most interesting. ‘There are a great 
many varieties, and as yet there has 
been no published compilation giv- 
ing different errors. Some errors are 
common, others rare. Perhaps the 
rarest of all are notes of one de- 
nomination on one side and another 
on the other. I have seen a few of 
these. 

One was a one dollar bill on the 
obverse, a five dollar bill on the re- 
verse. The other was a ten dollar 
bill on the obverse, a twenty dollar 
bill on the reverse. A teller in a bank 
at one time was counting a batch 
of ten dollar bills. He counted it one 
way and the amount came to $500. 
He turned the bills over and counted 
them again and only found $491. 
Noting a one dollar note in with the 
tens, inspection disclosed that one 
of the bills had a ten dollar obverse, 
a one dollar reverse. Another of the 
very rarest. 

A mint error, hard to believe, is 
a crisp new one dollar note I had 
last year without the Blue seals and 
serial numbers. Also without the 
black signatures. How both black and 
blue impressions could be omitted is 
hard to understand, I have seen many 
without the seals and serial num- 
bers, or without signatures. Some 
come with the serial numbers and 
seals upside down, some with signa- 
tures upside down. Some with in- 
verted reverses. The rarest of these 
I ever had was an uncut sheet of 
first issue fractional currency, crisp 
new, 5¢ denomination imperforated 
with inverted reverse. 

I had an unusual note sometime 
ago, the obverse was perfect but the 
printing on the reverse, strong at 
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one side, faded gradually until the 
other side was blank. Another un- 
usual error is the impression of the 
obverse of a note over the reverse, 
or vice versa. 

Folds in notes are quite numerous. 
The degrees of the fold determines 
values. Some have large, or double 
folds creating blank spots in the 
notes of quite a size; when opened 
they show large “elephant ears.” 
These are the best. Others may only 
have a small crease across the note 
when opened, leaving only a white 
line. These are the least best. Such 
errors are caused by the paper being 
folded before printing and the print- 
ing impression missing the fold. 

Off-center notes are also known as 
an error, but they must be way off- 
center, so far in fact, as to show a 
good amount of the next note. 


Other very unusual errors are, 
notes with two different serial num- 
bers, notes with double impressions 
of the signatures and similar errors. 
These are quite rare, 


All of these errors are due to 
mechanical defects of one sort or 
another, misses, lack of ink, notes 
overlaying each other creating a dou- 
ble impression, 

One mint error I have never seen 
and would like to acquire would be 
a crisp new note, any denomination 
that would be printed on one side 
and blank on the other, either side. 
This I believe would be very rare 
and unusual. 


Most mint errors are of recent is- 
sues as collectors have only become 
interested in them during the last 
couple of decades. I have seen very 
few of the old large sized notes that 
were discontinued in 1928. These 
would be very rare, particularly crisp 
new. 

Fake mint errors have been at- 
tempted but are easily identified. 
Mostly they are bleached so the re- 
verse appears gold or yellow instead 
of green, or the seals are yellow in- 
stead of blue or red.

Aluminum appears in money around the world, according to Vernon L. Brown, curator 
of the Chase Manhattan Bank’s Museum of Moneys, The numismatic authority, shown 
here with radio interviewer Marjorie Silver, was a recent guest on the syndicated series 
“Airmail Personal” by arrangement with The Aluminum Association. Displayed on 
the table are some of the interesting specimens referred to in the discussion. Included 
are an 1857 U.S. 5-cent aluminum pattern, private institutional coins, the first alumin- 
um coin used in North America and an aluminum foil note used as company scrip. 
Mr. Brown stated that the light, bright metal has grown in popularity as a coinage 
metal in the relatively short interval since its discovery.

ALUMINUM 


Popular in 
Coins of 
Many Nations 


Aluminum has been used as coin- 
age metal by over fifty different gov- 
ernments, according to Vernon L. 
Brown, curator of Chase Manhattan 
Bank’s Museum of Moneys. The prom- 
inence of aluminum as a modern 
coinage metal was emphasized in a 
recent interview between Mr. Brown 
and Miss Marjorie Silver who con- 
ducts a syndicated radio series called 
“Airmail Personal.” 

The first official use of aluminum 
in coinage was a one-tenth penny 
piece struck for use in Nigeria in 
1907, Mr. Brown said in the inter- 
view which will be distributed in the 
form of tapes to over one hundred 
radio stations beginning July 24th. 
The interview was arranged by The 
Aluminum Assciation. 

Aided by several attractive panels 
of aluminum coins and notes, Mr. 
Brown traced the history of alumi- 
num in coinage and numismatics 
generally, Among the specimens dis+ 
played was a one centavo piece is- 
sued by the state of Durango during 
the Mexican Revolution in 1914.

he said, is considered the first alu- 
minum coin used in North Amer- 
ica. Since those days, however, alu- 
minum coins and tokens have pene- 
trated to such diverse areas as the 
Arctic Circle and the interior of 
Africa. 


Nor were coins the only applica- 
tion of aluminum to numismatics, 
Mr. Brown said. One of the interest- 
ing items he had on hand was a spe- 
cimen of company scrip, a 100-mark 
note printed on aluminum foil and 
issued by a European firm. He also 
recalled a commemorative wooden dol- 
lar painted with aluminum paint pro- 
duced for a Hoquiam, Wash. cele- 
bration twenty-six years ago. 


In addition to coins, Mr. Brown 
discussed the early appearance of the 
bright metal in a number of souvenir 
medals issued at the time of the Co- 
lumbian Exposition. “These,” he 
said, “may have been the very first 
occasion for many people to own an 
actual sample of what was then a 
relatively rare metal.” 


In the course of the interview he 
called attention to the striking of pat- 
terns in aluminum. To illustrate, he 
indicated an 1867 pattern for a five- 
cent piece produced by the United 
States Mint. This was one of many 
patterns produced in aluminum in 
the last century. When asked if alu- 
minum had ever been used in this 
country as bona fide money, he com- 
mented that the “bingle” coins of 
Alaska might possibly qualify as 
semi-official coins, at least, The “bin- 
gles” were a series of eight coins, 
six of them struck in aluminum, is- 
sued under authority of the Alaska 
Rural Rehabilitation Corporation in 
1986. These were used by resettled 
farm families as media of exchange 
in a colony commissary in the Mata- 
nuska Valley of Alaska. They have 
since become rather rare as collec- 
tor’s items. 


Questioned as to his opinion on the 
prospect of aluminum coinage in the 
United States, Mr. Brown said it was 
not likely in the foreseeable future, 
but that the growing number of 
American tourists in foreign coun- 
tries might generate a demand for 
coins that were light in weight, free 
from tarnish and verdigris, and which 
lent themselves readily to an attrac- 
tive design. 


He also stated that there was an 
excellent supply of aluminum and, 
in point of fact, the United States 
was the world’s greatest producer of 
the metal and that this country’s per 
capita use was greater than any 
other country in the world. 


Vernon L. Brown is the author of 
the articles, “History of United States 
Coinage” in Encyclopedia Americana 
and “Money and Coin Collecting” in 
the Book of Knowledge: He is a for-

Civil 
War 
Collection 


By MARIE KIRKWOOD 


As the centennial of the War Be- 
tween the States draws near, the Pal- 
mer Collection in the Western Re- 
serve Historical Society, Cleveland, 
Ohio, is pure treasure for those 
working on its celebration. More than 
two years ago our Congress created 
the Civil War Centennial Commis- 
sion. The commission is headed by a 
retired major general whose re- 
nowned grandfather has figured in 
so many books and other literature 
about the Civil War. He is General 
Ulysses Simpson Grant III, who was 
graduated in the 1903 West Point 
class along with General Douglas 
MacArthur. 


It seems too bad that the man who 
made the collection, William Pendle- 
ton Palmer, steel shogun, cannot see 
the worth of his efforts as historians 
pour over its huge files. He is in that 
land where good works get their un- 
stinted reward. He died at 66 in 1927. 


Palmer was born in Pittsburgh, 
June 17, 1861, at almost the identical 
moment’ when his father was being 
killed as a volunteer with the 155th 
Pennsylvania Regiment in the first 
battle of Bull Run. Strangely, this 
seemed to engender in him a fasct- 
nation with the Civil War. 


Time salvaged from acquiring rich- 
es, he used to collect material on his

favorite subject — books, magazines, 
newspapers, diaries, letters, docu- 
ments, prints and paintings. His 
agents formed a sort of war intelli- 
gence department. They were on the 
lookout for items for him all over 
the world. He bought practically 
everything they recommended to him 
and as fast as it came in he stored 
it in the vaults of one of Cleveland’s 
banks, He had moved to that city to 
become president of The American 
Steel and Wire Company, He rented 
huge safety deposit boxes to house 
his treasures. At his death he be- 
queathed it to the Historical Society 
and it filled over an entire floor with 
1150 items. Fortunately he also willed 
$25,000 for its maintenance. 

Among Palmer items of first mag- 
nitude are a letter of sympathy writ- 
ten by Mary Todd Lincoln; 38 litho- 
graphs of battle scenes from paint- 
ings by Alfred Edward Matthews,

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English born artist who followed the 
armies (of these the Library of Con- 
gress possesses only 35); a complete 
sequence of The Atlanta Intelligen- 
cer, newspaper of the Confederacy; 
and the diary of one of the partic- 
ipants in that strange adventure of 
the stolen train which was the source 
of the popular novel and movie on 
the subject, “The Wild Train” by 
Charles O’Neill. 

Most enthusiastic miner into the 
depths of the collection is Doctor Bell 
I. Wiley, professor of history of Emo- 
ry University, in Georgia, author of 
the popular, “Johnny Reb, Common 
Soldier of the Confederacy.” A lot of 
the things he will have to say in his 
forthcoming three-volume publication 
from Harpers’ “Billy Yank, Common 
Soldier of the Union” comes from it. 

When Mr. Palmer died he was pres- 
ident of the Historical Society and a 
trustee of Oberlin College. 


STEPHEN FOSTERANA 


How a suggestion of one of his 
sons led the late Josiah K. Lilly of 
Indianapolis to amass the great col- 
lection of Stephen Foster material 
now at the University of Pittsburgh

gested his father collect Stephen Fos- 
ter. 

The elder Lilly did so with enthu- 
siasm. He gave the name Foster Hall 
to a building on his estate housing 
a pipe organ. He became a friend of 
Foster’s granddaughter, Mrs. Jessie 
W. Rose of Pittsburgh, and his niece, 
Mrs. Evelyn Foster Morneweck of De- 
troit. He bought a huge collection of 
Foster sheet music from Francis 
Driscoll of Brookline, Mass., and em- 
ployed Fletcher Hodges, Jr., then a 
manuscript reader at the Bobbs-Mer- 
rill Company, to catalogue it. What 
Hodges thought would be a task of 
a few weeks became his life-work. 
Before his death in 1948, Lilly pre- 
sented the collection to the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, in the city of Fos- 
ter’s birth, and arranged for Hodges 
to be its curator.

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AMERICA’S FIRST GREAT BOOK 
OF COMIC LITERATURE 


America’s first great book of comic 
literature is 150 years old this year. 
Commemorating the event, The New- 
York Historical Society recently in- 
augurated an exhibit honoring Wash- 
ington Irving’s Knickerbocker His- 
tory. 

The History of New-York from the 
Beginning of the World to the End 
of the Dutch Dynasty was written 
by Irving in 1809 and dedicated to 
The New-York Historical Society, of 
which he was a member. A first edi- 
tion of this tongue-in-cheek history 
highlights the exhibition. With the 
publication of the history, Irving’s 
literary reputation was firmly estab- 
lished, no mean feat for a young man 
of twenty-six. 

Diedrich Knickerbocker, an imag- 
inary character, was listed as the au- 
thor of the piece. An ad inserted in 
the Commercial Advertiser of De- 
cember 4, 1809 explained, “The work 
was found in the chamber of Mr. 
Diedrich Knickerbocker, the old gen- 
tleman whose sudden and mysterious 
disappearance has been noticed, It 
has been published in order to dis- 
charge certain debts he left behind.” 


The popularity of the history is at- 
tested to by the fact that it ran 
through several editions and was 
translated into six languages. 

Intended as a parody of another 
“first’— New York’s pioneer guide 
book, the pedantic Picture of New- 
York; or, the Traveller’s Guide 
through the Commercial Metropolis 
of the United States by a Dr. Sam- 
uel Mitchel, the youthful Irving’s 
work raised considerable ire on the 
part of many Dutch-descended fam- 
ilies whose sense of humor did not 
match their pedigrees. Knickerbocker 
playfully dubbed important colonial 
figures, for example, Governor Peter 
Stuyvesant, with names like “Peter 
the Headstrong.” 

Contemporary reviews of Knicker- 
bocker History are included in the 
exhibit, and so are handsomely illus- 
trated later editions of the work. An 
engraved portrait of Irving, as well 
as views of his Tarrytown retreat, 
“Sunnyside” are also included. 

The sesquicentennial display was ar- 
ranged by A. Rachael Minick, the So- 


ciety’s Bibliographer.

Visit to County Historical Societies 


A few months ago I ran across 
the interesting name, “American As- 
sociation for State ahd Local History 
—Society of American Historians.” 
The name intrigued me and, having 
come across in my research impor- 
tant and helpful pamphlets published 
by historical societies smaller and less 
endowed than our own The New- 
York Historical Society, I decided to 
visit a county historical society just 
as soon as possible. 

During the summer [I was priv- 
ileged to visit twice the Lackawanna 
Historical Society, 232 Monroe Ave- 
nue, Scranton, Pa. The Society for 
many years was located < t the Ever- 
hart Museum, but through the gener- 
osity of a local banker, George Henry 
Catlin, the Catlin home was turned 
over to the Society. Incidentally, ac- 
cording to one of the Society’s publi- 
cations, “The Biography and Ances- 
try of Hon. George Henry Catlin,” by 
S. Fletcher Weyburn, George H. Cat- 
lin was related to the family of the 
American painter, George Catlin 
(1796-1872), famous for his Indian 
portraits and pictures,

built about 1910, is maintained al- 
most as it was during the time the 
Catlin family lived there—spacious 
foyers and halls, elegantly furnished 
living and dining rooms—with the 
Secretary’s offices, reference library, 
and files in two rooms off a center 
foyer. On the second floor are the So- 
ciety’s exhibits which point up the 
anthracite and iron industries of the 
region; and there are fossil ferns of 
the Carboniferous Age and a bathtub 
of the Victorian Age. One room is 
set aside for the meetings of the 
D.A.R. On the third floor is stored 
unsorted material for future exhibits. 

One of the questions which I asked 
Dorothea E. Mattes, Secretary, was 
the relationship of the county socte- 
ty to state and national societies. Miss 
Mattes cited a long list of member- 
ships: American Association for State 
and Local History, the American As- 
sociation of Museums, the American 
Museum of Natural History, the His- 
torical Society of Pennsylvania, and 
the Pennsylvania Federation of His- 
torical Societies. Within the state, 
twice a year the fourteen historical 
societies of Northeastern Pennsylva- 


nia get together to discuss mutual 
problems and work. Also, on the state 
level, the Society participated in the 
Institute on Pennsylvania Life and 
Culture on June 17-19 at the Penn- 
sylvania State University. The theme 
of the Institute was a rather formi- 
dable-sounding one: The Responsibil- 
ity of Historical Organizations as 
Educational Institutions. Among the 
topics discussed were: Historical Mu- 
seums and Exhibits; Collections, Re- 
search, and Publications; Organiz- 
ing and Conducting Junior Historian 
Clubs; Teaching of Pennsylvaia His- 
tory; and What is our Tradition? 
The Lackawanna Historical Society 
has about 250 members. Among its 
recent activities was a dinner meet- 
ing in October, 1958, to celebrate the 
80th Anniversary of the creation of 
the county. The following month 
there was a “Locality Quiz” with the 
Engineer-members vs the Attorney- 
members trying to identify about 30 
local areas, Among the names were 
the exotic “Tiger Valley,” “Patago. 
nia,” and “Peacock Hill”—and names 
that sounded as though they had 
come out of the newspaper comic sec- 
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tion: “Shanty Hill,” “Feltz’s Patch,” 
“Luna Park,” and “Mudtown.” I 
tried out the names on a non-mem- 
ber and he readily identified about 
80% of the places, I was astonished 
and asked how it happened that he 
was so well-versed in these quaint 
historical names. I was taken aback 
by his very practical answer: “I 
worked as a furniture delivery man! 
I had to know my way around town!” 

Typical of the Society’s exhibits 
was a presentation of the musical 
history of the county in February. 
There were talks on instrumental mu- 
sic of the county, a review of vocal 
music, and an exhibit of photographs, 
programs, and newspaper articles 
concerning musical events. The Pres- 
ident of the Society, Daniel W. Wil- 
liams, no doubt stimulated the inter- 
est of members with this tidbit in 
his letter announcing the event: 

“The display will include trophies 
won by the Junger Maennerchor, 
Scranton Liederkranz, Scranton Ora- 
torio Society at the St. Louis World’s 
Fair, and other societies, and mu- 
sical instruments of great age.” 

Then Mr. Williams requested mem- 
bers to let the society borrow mate- 
rial about musical studios, orches- 
tras, bands, fife-and-drum and bugle 
corps, and “. . . photographs and 
biographies of musicians of the Lack- 
awanna Valley who made good in the 
great cities.” 

I asked Miss Mattes what sort of 
questions she was called upon to an- 
swer. She said that the range was 
from a non-local question such as 
when the Dalton boys flourished to a 
question about local products: she 
had an inquiry from a Colorado his- 
torical society regarding the date on 
which the “Hot-Corn Stove” was man- 
ufactured by the Scranton Stove 
Works. She checked first with the 
company, but unfortunately, several 
reorganizations of the company had 
scattered its records, and no one there 
was able to come up with a date. She 
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then turned to her own files, and 
there was the company catalog! 
Among the new models for the listed 
year was the ‘“Hot-Corn Stove’— 
and Colorado was satisfied. 

Another inquiry which would seem 
to me to take some working on was 
a request for material from the fam- 
ilies of Lackawanna County Civil 
War Veterans who had been in the 
vicinity of Appomattox Court-House 
on April 9, 1865. 

Miss Mattes generously gave me a 
sheaf of the Society’s publications. 
Here was material on important ear- 
ly families, important geological for- 
mations, and the work of the society. 
I was especially interested in a re- 
print from The Saturday Argus of 
an article by Will S. Monroe, “Poets 
and Poetry of the Wyoming Valley,” 
March, 1887. This is an excellent de- 
tailed study and furnishes, besides 
some good biographical material, an 
excellent bibliography of poems on 
the Wyoming Massacre. 

Later in the summer I paid a brief 
visit to the Susquehanna County His- 
torical Society and Free Library at 
Montrose, Pa. Mrs. Hazel Davies took 
me through the library and Mics Pau- 
line Cruser chatted with me about 
the work of the historical society and 
its exhibits. Miss Cruser proudly 
pointed out the Thomas Sully por- 
trait of Anna Drinker, whose nom-de- 
plume, “Edith May,” was well-known 
through her poems in Graham’s Mag- 
azine and Sartain’s Magazine, as well 
as in her collected works. There is 
a description of “Edith May’s” poetry 
in the article by Will S. Monroe. 

Local history is, of course, featured 
in the exhibition material. A section 
was devoted to Galusha A. Grow, Con- 
gressman (1851-63) and Speaker of 
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the House 1861-63) from Susquehan- 
na County. Among the campaign 
souvenirs was a William Henry Har- 
rison Campaign flag: stars in an 
aquamarine field and alternating 
stripes of reddish-brown and white. 
One of the slogans in a patterned cir- 
cle beneath the stripes was: 
“To Guide the Ship 
We'll Try Old Tip.” 


There were examples of the pictorial 
alphabets made in Crandall’s Toy 
Factory of Montrose and an example 
of cut-glassware manufactured re- 
cently but briefly—from 1910 to 1912, 
if I recall correctly. 

In most frequent use are the So- 
ciety’s file of newspapers and its mar- 
riage and death records. The first 
newspaper, The Centinel, was issued 
February 20, 1816; the file continues, 
with a few gaps, down to the present 
Montrose Independent. Marriage Rec- 
ords and Death Records, 1816-1849, 
Copied from the Susquehanna Coun- 
ty Pennsylvania, Newspapers was 
compiled by Jeanne E. S. Harrington 
“because she liked doing it!” Mrs. 
Davies and Miss Cruser have indexed 
Mrs. Harrington’s chronological ac- 
count. 

All the Society’s material has been 
carefully cataloged both on cards and 
in a ledger record. All items are num- 
bered and the location is noted. 

In both the Lackawanna and Sus- 
quehanna societies there was a great 
deal of pride in local history and the 
people whom [ talked with felt that 
they could best serve the cause of 
History by concentrating on local mat- 
ters. They loved their work, knew 
there was much to be done, and talked 
wistfully of society members who 
pitched in and helped. They were in- 
terested in learning about the type of 
material which we handled and I 
found it equally interesting to learn 
about the work being done by both 
societies,

Arms & Ammunition of the 
World’s Foot Soldiers 
Prior to WWI 
By EARRY WANDRUS 


Once upon a time we fought our 
wars with rifle and bayonet, and be- 
cause of this much ado was made 
of the what, where, and how much, 
relating to the soldier’s equipment. 
With the larger armies developing it 
was no longer possible to keep one’s 
small arms a secret, and we find a 
period in which interesting handbooks 
were issued giving summaries of the 
fighting man’s impedimentia. Such a 
work was “Comparative Studies of 
the Field Equipment of the Foot Sol- 
dier of the French and Foreign Ar- 
mies” by Com. Lavisse. Originally in 
French, this was translated and pub- 
lished by the U.S. Government in 
1906 for the War Department. It 
deals with all and many aspects of 
the soldier’s equipment, clothing, food, 
marching, comforts, etc.; for our pur- 
pose we shall treat only with the 
arms and ammunition resumes. And 
so, by country, we have here the ar- 
maments of 1906: 


AUSTRIA 


“The Austrian rifle, model 1898, is 
a magazine arm, system Mannlicher, 
of 8 millimeters caliber, with fixed ma- 
gazine and with loading clip. The 
length of the arm is 1.272 meters 
without bayonet and 1.518 with bay- 
onet; its weight without bayonet is 
3.650 kilograms. The bayonet with 
its scabbard weighs 485 grams. The 
cartridge weighs 28.35 grams, and 
contains powder with nitro cellulose 
base which gives out but very slight 
smoke. 

Each man carries on his person 
120 cartridges—40 in the two car- 
tridge boxes in front, 60 in the large 
one behind, and 20 in the pockets of 
his blouse. 


BELGIUM 


The Mauser rifle, model 1889, in 
use in Belgium, is a bolt gun fur- 
nished with a magazine filled either 
by separate cartridges or by the use 
of a clip containing five cartridges. 
Weight of the rifle empty and with- 
out bayonet is 4.125 kilograms; weight 
of bayonet with scabbard is .6 kilo- 
grams; the length of rifle without 
bayonet is 1.277 meters. 


DENMARK 


The service arm is a rifle of the 
Krag-Jorgensen system, model 1898, 
of 6.5 millimeters caliber, with ma- 
gazine under the receiver. It loads 


five cartridges. With bayonet the gun 
weighs 4.320 kilograms, without it 
weighs 4.080 kilos. Length with bayo- 
net is 1.48 meters, without bayonet 
is 1.27 meters. Each soldier carries 
100 cartridges, 80 in the cartridge 
box, 20 in the knapsack. 


ENGLAND 


The better foot troops throughout 
the British Empire are now armed 
with the Lee-Enfield rifle, Mark I, 
or the new Lee-Enfield. These are 
both magazine rifles, and carry 10 
rounds. The new short rifle is loaded 
with the aid of a clip, which car- 
ries five cartridges. The Lee-Enfield 
rifle. Mark I, was not originally a 
clip loader, but is being converted 
so that the clip can be used. The cali- 
ber of both rifles is .303. 


Weight of Lee-Enfield, Mark I, 
without bayonet 9 Ibs., 4 oz. 

Weight of Lee-Enfield, Mark I, 
with bayonet 10 Ibs., 4% oz. 

Weight of the new short rifle with 
sling, but without bayonet is 8 lbs., 
8% oz. 

Weight of the new short rifle with 
sling, but with bayonet is 9 Ibs., 4 oz. 

Length of the Lee-Enfield, Mark I, 
without bayonet is 4 feet, 1% inches. 

Length of the Lee-Enfield, Mark I, 
with bayonet is 5 feet, 1% inches. 

Length of new short rifle without 
bayonet is 3 feet, 8% inches. 

Length of the new short rifle with 
bayonet is 4 feet, 8% inches. 


FRANCE 


The infantryman is armed with a 
magazine rifle (the Lebel), of 8 milli- 
meters caliber, carrying under the 
barrel a magazine for 8 cartridges. 
Length of arm without bayonet is 
1.307 meters, length of arm with bay- 
onet is 1.825 meters, weight without 
bayonet is 4.180 kilos, with bayonet 
4.580 kilos. Each trooper carries 120 
rounds which are kept in three car- 
tridge boxes. 


GERMANY 


The rifle, model 1898, is a bolt gun 
furnished with a repeating mechan- 
ism and having the magazine under 


. the receiver, which is fed by clips. 


Length of rifle is 1.245 meters, cali- 
ber is 8mm, empty weight of rifle is 
4.100 kilos. Each soldier carries 120 
cartridges. 


HOLLAND 


The Dutch infantry has a rifle of 
the Mannlicher system, model 1895, 
of 6.5 millimeter caliber. It is loaded 
by means of a clip loaded into a 
magazine under the receiver and holds 
five cartridges. The length of the ri- 
fle is 1.29 meters without bayonet; 
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1.54 meters with bayonet. It is is- 
sued with a sword bayonet. Each sol- 
dier carries 120 cartridges, in two 
cartridge boxes. 


ITALY 


The rifle, model 1891, is a bolt ac- 
tion rifle of caliber 6.5 millimeters. 
It is a repeater on the Carcano sys- 
tem, carries a fixed magazine under 
the receiver which is filled by means 
of a Mannlicher metal clip holding 
6 cartridges. Length of rifie without 
bayonet is 1.290 meters. Length of 
rifle with bayonet is 1.590 meters. 
Weight of rifie without bayonet and 
sling 3.8 kilos. Weight of rifle with 
bayonet and sling 4.160 kilos. 


NORWAY 


The Krag-Jorgensen repeating rifle 
of 6.5 millimeter caliber is equipped 
with a fixed magazine placed at the 
lower part of the receiver and hold- 
ing five cartridges. The bayonet, of 
small size, measures .84 meter in 
length, the blade being .22 and the 
handle .12 meter. The cartridge com- 
prises a jacket of brass, a ball of 
lead, with nickle covering, and a 
charge of smokeless powder of 2.3 
grams. It weighs 23.6 grams. Each 
man carries 120 cartridges, divided 
between the two cartridge boxes and 
the pouches of the knapsack. The 
accessories of the arm comprise a 
bottle of oil, a screw-driver, ana some 
oakum. 


RUSSIA 


The Russian rifle, model 1891 (the 
Nagant), caliber 7.62 millimeters, is 
a bolt gun, with magazine under the 
receiver. A clip containing 5 car- 
tridges is made use of in loading. The 
length of the rifle is 1.29 meters 
without bayonet and 1.73 with bay- 
onet. The Russian soldier is not pro- 
vided with a bayonet scabbard. The 
bayonet is supposed to remain fixed 
on the end of the barrel. Each man 
carries 120 cartridges, 60 in the car- 
tridge boxes and 60 in the clothing 
bag. 


SPAIN 


The Spanish Mauser rifle, model 
1898, of 7 millimeter caliber, is a 
bolt gun with magazine under the 
receiver. The magazine can be filled 
with cartridges separately or by the 
aid of a clip. Length of the rifle 
without bayonet is 1.234 meters, with 
bayonet is 1.80 meters. Each man 


carries 150 cartridges thus disposed: - 


in the two cartridge boxes 60; in the 
old pattern cartridge box 45; on the 
knapsack in leather case 45. 


SWEDEN 


The infantry is armed with a re- 
peating rifle, model 1896, Mauser 
system, with magazine under the re- 
ceiver. It is of .65 millimeter caliber, 
and is loaded with clips containing 
5 cartridges. Each foot “soldier re- 
ceives 100 cartridges. He carries 90 
in the cartridge belt and 10 in the 
knapsack, 
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SWITZERLAND 


The rifle, model 1889, in use in 
Switzerland, is a bolt gun with a 
movable magazine placed under the 
receiver; its caliber is 7.5 millime- 
ters. One hundred and- twenty car- 
tridges are thus distributed: 60 in 
the cartridge case of the knapsack 
carried in 2 belts; 48 in the cartridge 
boxes carried in 8 clips; 12 (that is, 
2 clips) in the exterior pocket of the 
flap of the knapsack.” 





Ordnance and Things 
in the Year 1874 
By HARRY WANDRUS 


In the year 1874, the Germans 
were increasing the size of their 
artillery calibers and had at that 
time siege artillery of 21,28 and 30% 
centimeter caliber. At a distance of 
988 yards the shell weighing 600 to 
610 pounds could penetrate armour 
plate of 14 inch thickness and the 
30% centimeter gun which could do 
this was serviced by only 7 men. 
Some reports indicated that this gun 
could even penetrate as much as 15 
inches of armour, a fact which ex- 
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cited the British Admiralty whose 
ship, the Devastation, had armour 
plate of only 14 inches, Historic ref- 
erences in 1874 tell us that armoured 
ships are not new and that the Nor- 
mans covered their ships with iron 
casing; that in 1584 Peter of Ara- 
gon ordered his ships to be covered 
with iron to protect them from the 
burning missiles then in use, that in 
1530 the squadron of Andrea Doria 
contained a vessel built by the 
Knights of St. John which bore sev- 
eral thicknesses of iron. At the bat- 
tle of Lepanto several ships were 
protected with bars of iron. At the 
siege of Gibraltar in 1782 six ships 
were constructed in the manner of 
modern iron clads, They were cov- 
ered with an armour of hard-wood, 
leather, and bar-iron. They resisted 
the fire of the forts, but were finally 
sunk by red-hot shot. 


An idealistic cartridge, and one 
which is still being sought after, 
was proposed by a W. H. Tooth of 
Brixton, England. His shells were to 
be made of an easily fusible metal 
such that the heat of the explosion 
would melt the cartridge case after 
it had done its service and would 
be blown out of the barrel along 
with bullet, burned *powaer and all. 

Petroleum, though an insignificant 
product of a then insignificant indus- 
try, was finding use in ordnance and 
specifications were being made for 
its use in lubricating guns in place 
of the formerly used animal fats, 
and drying oils. Ordnance men had 
discovered that animal fats become 
rancid with age, petroleum products 
do not, and as a result offer sensible 
protection against corrosion. 

Among the stranger developments 
of the year were the new Russian 
circular war-ships, built entirely in 
the round so that their guns could 
be brought to bear anywhere in 360 
degrees in a very short time. Not 
an entirely new idea (such an idea 
had been filed in the U.S. Patent 
Office in 1848) it had much of merit 
to recommend it, especially if these 
ships were to protect harbors and 
ports, but the hull shape very decided- 
ly cut down speed and made the 
craft helpless against conventional 
craft. 


The British iron-clad, the Devas- 
tation, carried guns weighing thirty- 
five tons, then the largest afloat. Fir- 
ing a projectile weighing some 700 
pounds these guns were causing an 
unexplained damage to the iron decks 
which upon investigation was shown 
to be caused by unburned grains of 
powder abraiding the iron. Since it 
was necessary to use this amount of 
powder to get the required velocities 
a remedy was found in lengthening 
the cannon barrels so as to give 
the powder more linear space in which 
to burn. The size of powder grains, 
formerly about that of marbles was 
to be increased to that of good-sized 
walnuts, the size of the guns to six- 
ty tons and perhaps eventually to 
seventy-five tons. 

A then new concept in warships 
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was introduced by the British in 
their recently launched ship, the Ra- 
leigh. This was not built to offer 
resistance to shot and shell, but to 
out-run any ship which outgunned 
it. Accordingly she was built of iron, 
sheeted with wood and coppered; her 
insides were lined with cardboard 
which was less likely to splinter, was 
less inflammable. She carried two 12% 
ton guns, four 64 pounders, fourteen 
90 cwt. guns, two 64 pounder guns 
and a crew of 350.

Toys and Miniatures 


By CHARLES MILES 


In the window was a painting of 
a little brown Pomo child with the 
luminous Indian eyes. This painting 
Grace Hudson has left to haunt us 
with the cruelty we have visited on 
a gentle tribe. By the child’s side is 
a cluster of toys; oak balls with 
stick legs and bills, and saucy feath- 
er tails. 

On the street a newsstand has 
newspapers recounting how a hous- 
ing-project promoter attached an In- 
dian home to a bulldozer with a ca- 
ble, and pulled the home apart within 
sight of the occupants’ ancestral bu- 
rial ground. Another, in a long line 
of “pioneers,” doing the “right 
thing” by the savages. 

caaelow there’s a contrast that 
doesn’t make one proud of the “mas- 
ter race.” ‘ 

So too, we can always feel a little 
sad and uneasy as we examine the 
little toys left by the first American 
children, or the neat miniatures made 
with loving care by master crafts- 
men of a conquered people. 

It is often quite difficult to tell 
which is toy, which miniature. Some- 
times there is a mixture, as in the 
ease of the Kachina dolls, whose re- 
ligious educational significance makes 
them more than just playthings. 
Sometimes we can be sure—this little 
Eskimo doll is certainly a toy, this 
Kachina is somewhat more than a 
toy. But what about this Plains In- 
dian doll? One isn’t too sure it’s all 
toy. So it goes. 

There has never been a study of 
North American aboriginal toys, at 
least so far as this writer knows. 
They seem to be considered rather 
trivial objects by the professional ar- 
chaeologist whose scientific solemnity 
is incongruous with the laughter and 
play of red children. Nor have col- 
lectors shown much interest either; 


there seem to be so few toys sur-- 


viving. 

A rough classification, or rather 
subdivision of toys is into dolls, ob- 
jects used in adult life, and para- 
phernalia of games. 

The dolls may be said to include 
creatures of the animal kingdom as 
well as human beings. Perhaps the 
most numerous in survival are the 
animals among the Eskimos, persons 
among the Plains Indians, and Ka- 
china dolls among the Pueblo Indi- 
ans. Objects such as boats, dishes, 
utensils, tools, weapons, etc., survive 


in about the proportion of survival 
of tribes, and represent abvut all the 
areas of North America. 

The Eskimo dolls are greatly var- 
ied in size and appearance. Because 
of moths, those in Arctie fur cloth- 
ing survive in probably far less 
numbers than they should. But ivory 
dolls are numerous. They seem uni- 
formly to be quite tiny, perhaps fit- 
ting their use in the cramped room 
of the igloos. They, and many of their 
animal and bird kindred, often have 
flat bases to stand on, and some of 
the figures look to be cut in half. 
One envisions the little Eskimos out 
of the way in some restricted spot, 
setting them up in various arrange- 
ments and moving them like we do 
our lead or tin soldiers. 

The Eskimos were about the only 
people who didn’t turn out papoose 
carriers with dolls in them. The car- 
riers being replicas of the full-sized 
ones. The reason for this, of course, 
is that the Eskimo mother carried 
her “papoose” in a hood-like sack on 
her back. 

In the area of tiny tools and uten- 
sils one never knows what he’ll see 
next. The boys liked small bows and 
arrows, and tiny axes. The girls 
played with miniature knives and 
basketry utensils. One can’t say any 
of these are commoner than others; 
there are so few of any of them. 

In games there were toys for pure 
amusement, like tops; and others that 
made parts of contest games—small 
shiny balls and sticks, for example. 

For the little red children there 
was, of course, clothing cut to size 
and often decorated just as much as 
adult clothing. One of the saddest 
things to look at is a pair of baby’s 
burial moccasins, beaded all over the 
soles because the little owner would 
never break or soil the beads by 
walking on them. 

Looking at a war axe or club, or 
a scalp, one can feel rather com- 
fortable about having bested a fierce 
fighting man, even with a gatling- 
gun. But when one sees these little 
toys, small games, and child’s clothes, 
one can’t feel too proud of one’s fel- 
low Europeans that wiped out thou- 
sands of these parents whose loving 
fingers made the toys and tiny 
clothes, and that killed and starved 
the children with the parents. The

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THE 
OLMEC 
PEOPLE 


On an inland island, a dry land 
area of about two square miles sur- 
rounded by a jungle swamp in south- 
eastern Mexico, between 2,000 and 
3,000 years ago, is one of the great 
religious centers of the aboriginal 
New World. 

It consisted of a great stone pyr- 
amid 103 feet high and with a base 
of more than 10,000 square feet, a 
ceremonial court where various rites 
were conducted and sacrifices made 
to a fantastic jaguar god, and vari- 
ous other structures. This was the 
La Venta site in the Tabasco pro- 
vince near Veracruz, chief extant 
monument of the mysterious Olmec 
people who apparently evolved a 
civilization roughly contemporaneous 
with, but quite distinct from, those 
of the better-known Mayas and In- 
cas to the south. They preceded by 
many centuries the Aztecs whose 
culture was dominant in Mexico at 
the time of the first European ex- 
plorations. 

The La Venta site has been the 
scene of excavations by archaeolo- 
gists for nearly 20 years in efforts 
to throw light on the long-vanished 
people of the jaguar god. Latest of 
these was the uncovering of the 
ceremonial court, just north of the 
great pyramid, by a cooperative ex- 
pedition of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, the National Geographic So- 
ciety, and the University of Califor- 
nia, under the direction of Dr. Philip 
Drucker, Smithsonian archaeologist, 
and Dr. Robert F. Heizer of the 
University of California, Berkeley. 
It was a mammoth job, carried out 
with pick, shovel, and wheelbarrow 
—for machinery could not be brought 
into the site—by a labor force of 50 
men in 100 days. Much of the dig- 
ging was through tough clay. Help- 
ful advice and assistance were pro- 
vided by the Instituto Nacional de 
Antropologia e Historia and the Mu- 
seo Nacional de Antropologia of 
Mexico. 

The joint report on this work, by 
Drs. Drucker, Heizer, and Robert J. 
Squier, has just been published by 
the Smithsonian’s Bureau of Ameri- 
can Ethnology. The findings throw 
considerable new light on the ways 
of life, especially the religious prac- 
tices, of the Olmec people. 


Datings by the carbon-14 technique 
—which is now generally used by 
archaeologists and which is accurate 
to within a century or so—show 
that artifacts found there covered 
a range between about 2,300 and 
3,000 years ago. This is essentially 
contemporaneous with the Maya cul- 
tures of Yucatan and Guatemala. 
Still, very little is yet known as to 
the vanished Olmecs who had disap- 
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peared long, before the 16th century, 
essentially “without a history” and 
leaving almost no clues as to their 
identity. 

A little, however, can be recon- 
structed from the results of these 
investigations. La Venta; the authors 
hold, was a ceremonial center oper- 
ated by a small group of priests, or 
priest-kings—and their personal ser- 
vants, supported by tributes from 
villages in the general vicinity and 
with large labor forces recruited 
from these same villages. Even after 
the original construction, the exca- 
vations show, much labor was es- 
sential for repair and maintenance. 

“The fact that the site was in 
continuous use for about 400 years 
is a clear indication of quite extra- 
ordinary cultural stability and single- 
ness of purpose. The Olmec religion 
must, at the time of the beginning 
of the site, have already been a well- 
worked-out system which had _ suf- 
ficient meaning, tradition, and pur- 
pose to insure its continuance for 
nearly half a millennium. 

“That the society which built and 
gloried in the La Venta site had an 
agricultural economy seems quite 
likely, although we have no direct 
evidence. No actual remains of maize 
have been found although the mano 
and metate. usually associated with

“Good Pieces Can Still be Found” 


“Good pieces can still be found,” 
says George H. Jones, collector of 
Nashville 8, Tenn. 

His daughter, Sue Ann Jones, age 
four-and-one-half, models a _ choice 
find. 

Describing this piece, George H. 
Jones, says: 

“This white flint blade is about 
three-quarters of an inch thick and 
twelve inches long. It is excellent 
workmanship on both sides and edges 
in true symmetrical form. 

“This fine blade was found in the 
summer of 1957, in one foot of wa- 
ter at Leatherwood Landing on Ken- 
tucky Lake, overlooking the Tennes- 
see River. Several rough clips have 
been found on this hill. 

“The “Ole Time” collectors here in 


Nashville, Tenn., agree that is an 
excellent discovery. 

“The blade was found by Kenneth 
Womack and Ralph Hagerdorn of 
Nashville while fishing on Kentucky 
Lake. They told me about their find 
after seeing my collection, displayed 
in the store. 

“After several anxious months, I 
was finally able to acquire the blade 
for my own. 

“My collection displayed in our 
store (Jones Bros. Hardware) has 
initiated many interesting conversa- 
tions. I have been invited on some 
‘wild goose chases’ where perfect ar- 
rowheads are to be found ‘by the bu- 
shel’—to no avail. 

“The arrow througn Sue Ann’s 
hair was her own idea. She, too, is 
becoming an Indian relic enthusiast.” 





Early American Apartment House 


A great stone apartment house 
stood in a green New Mexico valley 
—now desolate desert—about 1,000 
years ago. 

It contained at least 30 3-room 
apartments, each housing a family 
averaging five persons. There were 
120 rooms on the ground floor gen- 
erally not used for habitation but 


as workshops, storage, and general 
utility rooms, and places for religi- 
ous gatherings. Only the upper three 
floors were used as dwellings, pre- 
sumably for better security against 
enemies and for better ventilation. 
A detailed description of this mon- 
ument to the ancient high culture of 
the Southwest by Neil M. Judd, re-

search associate in anthropology of 
the U.S. National Museum, has just 
been published by the Smithsonian 
Institution. Mr. Judd directed, for the 
National Geographic Society, the 
archeological exploration of the ruin, 
called “Pueblo del Arroyo,” in New 
Mexico’s Chaco Canyon. 

Besides the massive structure it- 
self, he describes in detail a large 
number of artifacts and other ob- 
jects, such as animal bones, found in 
the long deserted apartments and in 
the trash heaps. Dates of the orig- 
inal building and of various addi- 
tions and improvements are deduced 
from analysis of the tree rings in 
the timbers. 

From these remains much of the 
way of life of the old New Mexi- 
cans can be reconstructed. They 
were essentially small farmers. Each 
family apparently had a fairly large 
plot outside the walls in which corn, 
melons, and squashes — probably 
some other vegetables — were cul- 
tivated. They kept dogs, both as pets 
and for hunting, and raised turkeys. 
The latter, however, were valued not 
as food but for their feathers, used 
in ceremonials. Big red, blue, and 
yellow parrots, brought from Old 
Mexico, were also kept for their 
feathers. These birds apparently were 
rather irascible dwellers in the apart- 
ments, always ready to take a sav- 
age nip at their owners. This is sug- 
gested by one example of a broken 
parrot breast bone, most likely the 
result of a return blow. 


All the 3-room dwellings were 
“outside apartments.” Rooms aver- 
aged about 11 by 13 feet. As a rule 
only the room facing the outside 
was used for living and sleeping. 
The other two were generally util- 
ized for storage of clothing, extra 
bedding, and other household appurt- 
enances. One of them usually con- 
tained a mill for grinding corn, the 
chief sustenance of the community, 
although actually very few corncobs 
were found. 

The entire structure covered over 
an acre. It is now a complete ruin. 
So well was it built, however, that 
some parts of the fourth story still 
stand. The builders were skilled stone 
layers. More strikingly, they were 
excellent carpenters considering the 
crudeness of their tools, such as 
stone axes. 

Preparation of some of the struc- 
tural timbers indicates a high degree 
of artistry. Naturally, considering 
the labor of chopping down a tree - 
with a stone ax, such timbers were 
used over and over again. 

Mr. Judd found remains of eight 
“kivas,” or clan temples. Each fam- 
ily, or small group of families, had 
its own ceremonials, details of which 
were secret, although all followed a 
generally common pattern. 

There is evidence of two separate 
groups of tenants with slightly dif- 
ferent ways of life. It is speculated 
that the second group replaced the 
first, although they may have taken 
over an already abandoned structure 
and remodeled it a little to suit 
their own needs.

The Twin 
Oklahoma 


By GLADYS E. DOWELL 


The Constitutional Convention to 
lay the foundation for a new state 
convened in the city hall in Guthrie, 
Oklahoma Territory, in November, 
1906. William H. Murray, later a 
governor, was selected as President 
of the Convention. It was proposed 
to bring into the Union a state of 
adult size, one situated at the cross- 
roads between North and South. The 
area was composed of radically dif- 
ferent topograpy. 

After many months of work a 
draft of the constitution was adopt- 
ed, and on November 16, 1907, at 9 
a.m. Theodore Roosevelt issued a pro- 
clamation admitting the state of Okla- 
homa to the Union, Oklahoma is a 
Choctaw word meaning Red people. 

The reunion of the Uklahoma and 
Indian Territories was an occasion of 
intense interest and color. It was sig- 
nalized by the symbolic wedding of a 
Cherokee woman in the costume of 
her people, representing the Indian 
Territory, and a man dressed as a 
cowboy, representing Oklahoma Ter- 
ritory. 

After a prayer for the Union the 
formal marriage of the Twin Terri- 
tories was carried out. This ceremony 
was held on a platform built over 
the steps of the Carnegie library. 

After controversy, and by stealth, 
the Capitol seal was moved to Okla- 
homa City. There Governor C, N. Has- 
kell opened the State Capitol offices 
in the Lee Huckins hotel. These offi- 
ces were in use until the new Capitol 
building was finished. 

The Twin Territories were of dif- 
ferent origins, although lying side by 
side. The civilization of the Oklahoma 
Territory was basically white. The 
Indians’ domain was in the Indian 
Territory. Its government and devel- 
opment was under the tribal councils

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There were no schools for the white 
children and white settlers could not 
own land but Indians leased thou- 
sands of acres of grass-land for cat- 
tle grazing to the whites. Texas cat- 
tle were trailed into the Indian coun- 
try for grazing and on to Northern 
markets. The old Chisholm trail is 
well known for this purpose. 

The Indian Territory was a hun- 
ter’s dream. Plains, canyons, and for- 
ests teemed with deer, turkeys, and 
prairie chickens and afforded food to 
Indians and settlers. Wild pigeons 
and quails were shipped to outside 
markets by the car-load after the rail- 
roads were built. 

Fourteen flags have flown over 
this country of Oklahoma, beginning 
with the Spanish explorers. The last 
one, an official banner of the new 
state, is a sky-blue shield of cireu- 
lar rawhide, of an Indian warrior, 
deccrated with six painted crosses on 
the lower half of the shield, fringed 
with seven pendant eagle feathers, a 
peace-pipe crossed at right angles. 

Fort Gibson was the most celebrat- 
ed and the oldest military establish- 
ment in the annals of the Territory. 
In early days it was the farthest 
outpost of the United States. and 
in many respects it continued for 
years to be the most important on 
the frontier. 

By the early part of 1826 a num- 
ber of log houses had been complet- 
ed by Col. Matthew Arbuckle, provid- 
ing quarters for soldiers and others. 
Communication with the _ outside 
world was by means of transpor- 
tation on the Arkansas river, The 
Fort was also reached by the fa- 
mous thoroughfare known as the Tex- 
as road. 


The Missouri, Kansas and Texas- 


railroad followed this road in part 
when it traversed the [ndian Terri- 
tory. Muskogee was finally built in 
1872. Many years prior to this the 
agents for the Five Civilized tribes 
were located in their respective na- 
tions. 

In 1874 the stone building known as 
Union Indian Agency was built on 
Agency: Hill. The government con- 
solidated the work of the various 
tribes into this building. 


The Frisco railroad built into the 
Creek nation in 1882, and Tulsa was 
located. It started out as a tent vil- 
lage but soon was a trading center 
for miles around. The first hospital 
was opened in December, 1906, by 
the railroad doctor, Fred S. Clinton. 
He also brought in the first oil-well 
in Red Fork, across the river. 

The first lands opened for settle- 
ment to the whites were the unas- 
signed lands of Old Oklahoma Terri- 
tory on April 22, 1889. For weeks 
people in cattle-drawn wagons, on 
foot, and horseback streamed through 
“Tulsy” and camped along the river 
waiting their turn on the ferry, or 
for the stream to lower so they could 
swim their animals across. Local folks 
strolled down to their camp-fires at 
evening time to chat and gather news 
from the states. Other Indian lands 
were opened on various occasions for 
white settlement up to 1906. 

After Statehood, schools were es- 
tablished and courts upheld law and 
order, Agriculture and dairying were 
engaged in extensively. Then came 
oil. The publicity of the first oil-well 
focused attention of the nation on 
the oil possibilities of the new state. 
Many pioneer citizens bowed their 
backs to create a splendid common- 
wealth for the future of their chil- 
dren and those to follow. 

Oklahoma ranks high in cultural 
achievements and splendid educational 
institutions. In Tulsa alone is the 
Philbrook Art Center which houses 
many paintings and Indian collec- 
tions. There is also the fabulous Gil- 
crease Museum of American Art and 
History, and the University of Tulsa. 
Tulsa is one of the few citles which 
has a municipal Garden Center, a na- 
tionally known rose garden, and a 
3000 acre park with a zoo. 

The Will Rogers Memorial’ in 
Claremore commemorates a_ gifted 
American humorist. The Frank Phil- 
lips Museum at Wooloroc, Okla., near 
Bartlesville, houses an early Amer- 
icana collection in a park over which 
roam fleet-footed deer. Oklahoma Ci- 
ty has the Cowboy Hall of Fame. 


Oklahoma has come from teepees 
to towers in about fifty years.

Ye Olde Rockhounde On 
Ye Travelle 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


I’ve been on the road a good bit 
lately, But not without getting ma- 
terial of interest to mineral collec- 
tors. In fact, just yesterday, I was 
in Sweet Home, Ore. Some items on 
this page in the past have mentioned 
Homedale, which is in Idaho, near 
Caldwell where the past National 
President of the American Mineralog- 
ical Society, Earl Vandeventer, lived 
and recently went to the Happy 
Hunting Grounds. I had known Mr. 
Vandeventer for many years and 
deeply regret his loss. 

Well, Sweet Home is not to be con- 
fused with Homedale. Sweet Home is 
about 25 miles east of Eugene, Ore.; 
and one hundred (give or take a 
few) miles from Portland. It’s in the 
timber country and the chief indus- 
try is logging and lumbering. This 
is evergreen country, and except 
during the months of July, August 
and September, is apt to be wet. 
Therefore, you should be cautioned if 
you are to hunt minerals in this re- 
gion in other months, you might be 
prepared with slickers and boots. I 
attempted to go a scant 200 feet from 
my car to a stream just across from 
the Columbia this morning and, while 
I made the gravel bar I sought by 
way of a clear path, I was soaked 
from ankles to shoulders by the dew 
on the grass and brush enroute. 

Sweet Home has a relatively new 
history of gemstone production. I first

learned of it in 1945, when a min- 
eral dealer stated that a piece of 
very fine petrified wood came, not 
from Washington’s Salmon Creek, but 
from Sweet Home. The similarity of 
the materials from both places is 
striking. In fact, I defy any seasoned 
rockhound to take five pieces rrom 
each place and determine their cor- 
rect origin, 

As to types, the woods are in great 
variety. There are the old ones like 
the tree-fern, (I have not yet assumed 
it to be Gingko) which resembles 
the Tempsya of eastern Oregon. 
There is cypress, cedar and a variety 
of cedar or red-wood types. Sycamore 
is prevalent and some straight 
grained such as fir or spruce or pine. 
Then, there are the exotic types. I 
recall, when our State Geologist and I 
had dinner one night in Portland, 
when we happened to be at the same 
hotel. I had, as usual, a few inter- 
esting pieces of gemstone material 
in my pocket and brought out this 
piece of Salmon Creek petrified wood. 
It had a very fine annual growth. 
The rings were so close together one 
had to use a magnifying glass to 
see them — though they were 
very well defined. I asked the dean,

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(he had previously been dean of the 
School of Geology at the State Col- 
lege), what he thought it was. Af- 
ter studying it for some time he said, 
“Oh, that’s exotic.’””?’ I seemed mys- 
tified, so he said, “well if we see 
something and we don’t know what 
it is, we say it’s exotic.” So there 
you have it. 

There are plenty of exotic wood 
around Sweet Home. But woods are 
still fairly plentiful there, The thing 
now that is of most interest is the 
purple agate. It was discovered sev- 
eral years ago by adealer there, who 
kept it a secret for many years. I 
rather guess, however, that after 
selling it as he did for some time, 
an enterprising rockhound was taken 
in on it, or followed him out to his 
find, and others were let in on the 
secret, Now it is generally known to 
those in that area, south of town; 
and even the discoverer may take you 
out to it. You'll now have to dig 
for it though. Other types include 
some of the finest carnelian to be 
found anywhere. It ranges from pale 
wine in color to a rich strawberry 
red.

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there, who has collected for many 
years and has a very fine personal 
collection, Also, his good wife who 
sells shells in their shop on N. Street. 
Then an associate of theirs, Eric 
Morse, who has done some very fine 
finishing work. His polished slabs are 
just out of this world for fine fin- 
ish. Each has gone in for some spe- 
cial use of these petrified woods. Mr. 
Matson has built shingled model 
houses with each shingle being a 
different kind of petrified wood, high- 
ly polished. He has three such houses 
with roof, sides and trim made en- 
tirely of petrified wood. Mr, Morse 
has made a beautiful table-top of one 
inch inlay in petrified wood. How- 
ever, Mr. Morse informed me that 
the woods used in his table-top came 
from Sunnyside, Wash. You would 
indeed be tremendously rewarded to 
see his trays of polished material. 


Another local collector that I vis- 
ited was Sid Stredwick. His piece de 
resistance is a_ petrified log about 
five feet in length and six inches 
through, all hitched to two oxen and 
mounted. He too, has cases of pol- 
ished local gem material with types 
from carnelian to iris. There may 
be equally fine collections in Sweet 
Home, but I had time to visit only 
these listed. However, I know that 
any collector will be welcomed by 
those members of the Sweet Home 
Mineral Society, of which I believe 
there are over fifty active members.

Rock Seminar For 
Youngsters 
By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Something unique in this country 
if not the world is being conducted 
in central Oregon. It is a mineral 
and geology summer school for chil- 
dren from 12 to 16 years of age. In 
the John Day Valley of eastern Ore- 
gon, near the town of Clarno, at 
this writing (July 3) a camp is be- 
ing readied by the Oregon Geological 
Society and the Oregon Agate So- 
ciety. There will be three two-week 
sessions, each for a group of forty 
youngsters, 

The six weeks instruction and field 
work will be given by the Oregon 
Museum of Science and Industry, 
with personnel from the two socie- 
ties. The lucky boys and girls will 
be those who have shown special in- 
terest and aptitude in some branch 
of earth science. The seminar is 
called “Hancock College” for Lon 
Hancock of Portland, who has con- 
tributed much to the knowledge of 
the geology of Oregon, His work in 
the John Day Valley has shown up 
much of the great past when huge 
mammals roamed the region. Mr. 
Hancock is a retired postman. The 
area is a perfect laboratory for geo- 
logical study. Years ago J. Harlin 
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Bretz of the University of Chicago 
stated that the great igneous Co- 
lumbia basalt area offered unlimited 
opportunity for geological study, 
and the groups mentioned above have 
here made the finest use of it. Just 
above their camp, the young geology 
students have the beds containing 
the bones of the “thunderbeasts” or 
huge mammals that lived 300 or more 
million years ago. Some of their 
bones are so huge as to be compared 
to our largest whales. The dryness 
of the area has contributed much to 
their preservation. 

Antelope is of easy access and here 
quartz crystals and thunder-eggs are 
found in abundance. Clarno is also

The above CHAUNCy Coat-of-Arms 
is ascribed to the Rev. Charles Chaun- 
cy who arrived in New England in 
1638. This Armorial Bearing is regis- 
tered in the “Roll of Arms” published 
by the New England Historical and 
Genealogical Society, and is confirmed 
in Historical Antiquities of Hert- 
fordshire by Sir Henry Chauncy, 
Knt., and the 1634 Visitations of 
Hertfordshire, 

Because of the exemplary conduct 
and character «of Charles Chauncy, 
there is considerable material in print 
concerning not only his own life, but 
also his ancestors and descendants. 
However, there is quite a variance in 
the armorial bearings illustrating 
these various articles, As many paint- 
ings are copied from illustrations in 
printed works, it should be pointed 
out that care must be exercised to be 
sure the model chosen is not only 
genealogically, but also heraldically 
correct. It is deplorable that an er- 
ror once made be perpetuated. 

The correct Coat-of-Arms is found 
in Burke’s General Armory (1884) 
under the spelling Chancey or Chaun- 
cey of Sawbridgeworth, co. Herts. 

In the New England Historical and 
Genealogical Register Vol. 10, p. 105 
is an article published in 1856 en- 
titled “President Charles Chauncy 
and his Ancestors and Descendants, 
written by William Chauncey Fow- 
ler. The Coat-of-Arms illustrating 


this genealogy shows a “cross flory” 
instead of a “cross patonce.” As the 
cross -patonce and cross flory bear the

same meaning, perhaps the artist pre- 
paring the code drawing did not think 
the slight difference mattered. (See 
accompanying diagrams). 

The Chauncey Family by S. W. 
Todd (1934) is illustrated with a 
“eross crosslet.” And again, Chase 
and Allied Families (1930) shows a 
“cross pattée.” This last illustration 
is found in Burke’s General Armory 
(1884) ascribed to William de Chaun- 
cy, Baron of Shiopenbeke, during the 
time of Richard II, and the blazon 
reads: “Gules a cross pattée argent 
on a chief, or, a leopard passant 
azure.” 

The parallelism indicates a close 
family relationship and this Sir Wil- 
liam de Chauncy, Knt., Baron of 
Skirpenbeck, co. York, 1399, and his 
wife Joan, daughter of Sir Roger Bi- 
god, were direct ancestors of Charles 
Chauncy—seven generations back. 

A Chauncy pedigree chart may be 
found in Volume 10, page 257 of the 
New England Register. The line is 
traced back to Chauncy de Chauncy 
who came into England with William 
the Conqueror in 1066, from Chaun- 
cy, near Amiens in France. Seven- 
teen generations later we find Charles 
Chauncy, fifth son of George and 
Ann (Welsh) Chauncy. He landed in 
Plymouth in 1638. 

Charles Chauncy was baptized in 
the church of Yardley Bury, Hert- 
fordshire, November 5, 1592. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and after receiving the degree 
of Bachelor of Divinity in 1624, he 
was made Vicar of Ware in 1627. 
Later he was suspended and impris- 
oned for disregarding Bishop Laud’s 
regulations, and emigrated to Amer- 
ica. He preached in Plymouth, Mass., 
until 1641 when he became pastor at 
Scituate. After the death of Bishop 
Laud, the situation at Scituate being 
unsatisfactory, he made arrange- 
ments to return to his congregation 
at Ware. However, before he could 
embark from Boston with his family 
he was offered the Presidency of Har-

vard. He held this position until he 
died February 19, 1671, at the age 
of eighty years. 

On March 17, 1631 Charles Chaun- 
cy married Catherine, third daugh- 
ter of Robert Eyre of Salisbury, 
Wilts., and they had issue six sons 
and two daughters, Sarah, the eldest, 
was born in 1631 and died in 1699. 
She married Rev. Gershom Bulkley 
and had six children. Isaac, born in 
Ware in 1632, returned to England 
and became a minister and _ physi- 
cian. Ichabod, born in 1635, was edu- 
cated at Harvard, and he too, re- 
turned to England and became a phy- 
sician of note. He married Mary 
King and died in Bristol, England, in 
1691. The fourth child was Barnabas 
who was born in 1687. He was 2 
graduate of Harvard and died un- 
married. Nathaniel and Elnathan 
were twins, born about 1639 at Ply- 
mouth, Mass. Nathaniel settled at 
Hatfield, Mass., as a minister and 
died aged 46. Elnathan, as his broth- 
ers, was a minister and physician, 
and is said to have died in the Bar- 
bados in 1684, leaving no issue. Israel 
who was born in Scituate in 1644, 
graduated from Harvard in 1661. He 
removed to Stratford, Conn., was a 
founder of Yale, and died March 14, 
1703, survived by three sons—Charles, 
Isaac and Robert. Little seems to be 
known concerning Hannah the eighth 
child of Charles and Catherine 
(Eyre) Chauncy, 

In his position as the second pres- 
ident of Harvard, the talents and ex- 
tensive learning of Charles Chaun- 
cy were appreciated by a wide circle 
of friends and admirers, 


INTERPRETATION 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
Gules, meaning red, is the color of 
the shield. In the lower two-thirds 
of the shield is a silver (argent) 
cross patonce. Across the upper one- 
third is a blue (azure) band called a 
“chief,” and on this chief is a gold 
(or) lion m walking (passant) posi- 
tion. Crest: Out of a gold (or)ducar 
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coronet, a red (gules) griffin’s head 
with a blue (azure) vertical band 
(pale) down the center. The griffin’s 
head is between two blue (“of the 
last” color named) expanded (dis- 
played) wings, the inward part of the 
wings are of red (“of the first” color 
named). A colored illustration of the 
Chauncy Arms found in Burke’s 
American Families With British An- 
cestry has the band and outer edges 
of the wings of green. 

The cross is the most honourable 
charge found in Heraldry, and its 
bearings is the express badge of the 
Christian. “All crosses signify unto 
us tribulation and affliction.” When 
the cross is borne “flory,” i.e. flow- 
ered at each end, it was held to sig- 
nify one who had conquered. 


The chief is one of the nine so- 
called Honourable Ordinaries, first 
symbols used to identify men en- 
cased in armour. It is the whole up- 
per part of the field, cut off horizon- 
tally by a straight line, and it should 
comprise a third part of the escut- 
cheon. It is emblematical of rank, dig- 
nity, authority and dominion. 

The passant lion symbolizes majes- 
ty, clemency and circumspection, 

The ducal coronet anciently de- 
noted command, 

The story of the griffin is as fol- 
lows: The natives of India had 
warned the English explorers that a 
beast with the head of a wolf; beak, 
talons and wings of an eagle; body 
of a lion and eight times its size, 
guarded their mountains, and that no 
precious stones or minerals could be 
taken from them. Althvugh the Eng- 
lish laughed at the superstition, they 
took home the idea, aud thereafter 
carved on their banks, and granted 
to financial experts this “guardian of 
the treasure,” the monster—the grif- 
fin. 

The pale denotes military strength 
and fortitude, and has been bestowed 
on those who have impaled or other- 
wise defended cities, or who have sup- 
ported the government of their sov- 
ereign. 

Wings in the crest are considered 
protectors of the other symbol, and, 
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holding it in reverence, indicate its 
importance to the bearer. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Red signifies courage 
and magnanimity; silver, sincerity 
and peace; gold, generosity and ele- 
vation of mind; blue, loyalty and 
truth. 

The mantling is always the main 
color of the shield, lined with the 
main metal.

Questions and Answers 


By DANA STEVENS 


Q: Was there actually a freak 
called Jo-Jo the Dog-Faced Boy? 


A: Yes. He probably was one of 
the most outstanding of hairy attrac- 
tions. He was a Finn by birth and 
had a face that somewhat resembled 
a Scotch terrier, and had long hair 
on his cheeks and forehead. 


Q: Do wild animal trainers whip 
animals when they do not perform 
as they should? 


A: Actually a whip is used to give 
cues to animals. Any wild animal 
trainer I’ve ever talked with has been 
emphatic about the whip not being 
used as an instrument of punishment. 


: What was the size of the first 
Ringling Bros. Circus? 


A: When the Ringling Bros. put 
out their first show, in 1884, from 
Baraboo, Wis., they owned eleven wa- 
gons, twenty horses, and a wild ani- 
mal menagerie consisting of one 
hyena. 


Q: How big was Jumbo the ele- 
phant? 


A: The famous Jumbo measured 
at the shoulder eleven feet and nine 
inches. 


Q: Was the one-man baseball game 
the only thing that “Slivers” Oakley 
did as a clown? 


A: Frank Oakley did many things 
well as a clown. He was a master 
of pantomime. His specialty was his 
famous one-man baseball game. An- 
other feature of his was his lobster 
riding act. 


Q: How did the great clown, Sliv- 
ers Oakley, end his days? 


A: He ended his own life in a 
most tragic manner. After being 
offered the salary of a routine clown 
Mr. Oakley was found in his room 
in New York with the gas turned on.

Q: who was the first to make the 
bicycle popular in a circus perform- 
ance? 


A: Many circus owners shortly 
after the turn of the century made 
the claim that they introduced cycl- 
ing celebrities first. Actually, the 
bicycle became a part of many cir- 
cuses almost at the same time. Some 
uses of the bicycle were more spec- 
tacular than others, of course, and 
thus the “first” claims were made 
in circus advertising. A case in 
point was the Adam Forepaugh and 
Sells Brothers’ Circus of 1903 who 
had “Cyclone” The Cycle Paradox, 
the Prodigious Porthos, and Diavoio’s 
looping the loop. 


Q: What is a jockey-act horse? 


A: Jockey-act horses are also 
known as “rosinbacks.” 


Q: Do any circuses carry African 
elephants with them? 


A: The Indian elephant has always 
been the popular one with American 
circus owners. However, the Al G. 
Kelly-Miller Bros. Circus now car- 
ries a young African elephant for 
display purposes. 


Q: Is it true that the Ringling 
Show always was blessed when it 
left to go on the road? 


A: This was a traditional custom 
performed each year on the day of 
departure. The Christiani Bros. Cir- 
cus have similar rites for their spring 
departures. 


Q: Are mechanized seat wagons 
something new in show business? 


A: Mechanized seat wagons have 
been around for quite a number of 
years now. A man by the name of 
Curtis first developed this improved 
method of erecting seats with the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus. Later 
the Ringling show used this method 
exclusively. The Al G. Kelly-Miller 
Bros. Circus uses several seat wa- 
gons of this nature. 


Q: What effect did John Ringling 
North have on the “Big One” when 
he took over as its president? 


A: Most pronounced were the 
Broadway musicale touches he intro- 
duced. As a result, it lost much of 
its traditional form and flavor. 
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Q: What is a circus concert? 

A: Usually a circus concert is the 
after-show of many circuses. Nor- 
mally it is a wild west demonstra- 
tion of trick riding, roping and shoot- 
ing. 


Q: Did the Gainesville Community 
Circus ever get very prosperous? 

A: It depends on what you mean 
by prosperous. At the height of their 
success this circus had equipment 
valued at over fifty-thousand dollars. 
They owned any number of. orna- 
mental parade wagons, special elec- 
trical effects for many acts, a three- 
ring big top with seats, a public ad- 
dress system, horses, ponies, a 53- 
whistle calliope, and its own winter 
quarters and rehearsal building in 
Fair Park. 


Q: Who invented the steam cal- 
liope? 

A: Joshua Stoddard, a farmer of 
Pawlet, Vermont. He invented his 
musical whistles in 1855. 


Q: Who first used circus specta- 
cles? 

A: John Bill Ricketts, first owner 
of a circus in America, is considered 
to have started the whole idea of 
circus specs when he introduced pan- 
tomimes as concluding features of his 
performance. 


Q: What have been the most 
popular themes for circus spectacles? 


A: The most popular themes have 
come from the pages of history, from 
nursery rhymes, and from fairy 
tales. 


Q: How much does a circus spec 
cost? 

A: The Ringling show once spent 
$50,000 on a grand entry that lasted 
less than ten minutes. 


Q: Is Emmett Kelly a real tramp? 

A: Mr. Kelly’s tramp characteri- 
zations are so realistic that he fi- 
gures most of the circus spectators 
think he actually is a “knight of the 
road.” On the contrary, Mr. Kelly 
is a versatile Kansas-born Hoosier 
gentleman who once made his living 
as a cartoonist. He created a tramp 
character named “Weary Willie” for 
a midwest syndicate and later, after 
working as a circus trapeze perform- 
er, he decided to impersonate his own 
cartoon. 


Q: Do elephants have teeth? 

A: An elephant has six molars on 
each side of its upper and lower 
jaws .— twenty-four in all. Some 
of the teeth weigh from seven to 
eight pounds each. 


Q: Is Merle Evans still in the cir- 
cus business? 

A: Very much so. Although he is 
not officially with the Ringling Show 
he still directs circus bands.

7. From Anna Kruger of Wayne- 
town, Ind.: “I was much interested 
in your story in the September HOB- 
BIES (1958) concerning “Indiana on 
Post Cards,” so am enclosing a card 
of Waynetown. This is a small town 
with a population around 1,000, but 
it is the only town of that name we 
know of. 

“It is the only Waynetown listed 
in the U.S. General Post Office Dir- 
ectory and may be the only one of 
that name in the world. We have 
three Protestant churches, a fine 
school, and this summer have a new 
swimming pool. 

“William Bratton, a member of 
the Louis and Clark Expedition to 
the Northwest in 1804, is buried in 
the old pioneer cemetery here. He is 
believed to be the only member of 
that expedition to be buried in In- 
diana.” 


8. From Elbert B. Rose of Bridge- 
ton, N. J.: “My main hobby is Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and I have over 200 
panels of 17x20”, with 12 or 13 
cards on each, covered with trans- 
parent and taped edges with hangers. 
I have 20 panels of Civil War views 
of historicals, and battle-fields, Gen- 
eral Lee, Jackson, and others. 

9. Grace Pride of East Lynn, Mass.,, 
writes: “I have a set of cards of 
Boston, about which I thought you 
might be interested to hear. There 
are six cards in the set which was 
published by the Federal Engraving 
and Publishing Co., of Boston. 

“There are three or four small 
views on each card and the cards 
have undivided backs, [I also have a 
set of lovely heavy cards with beveled 
gilt edges, published by M. T. Shea- 
han of Boston. 

“One of the cards in the latter set 
is of the Museum of Fine Arts when 
it was in Copley Square in what is 
now the Sheraton Plaza, near the li- 
brary.”

MINIATURE MICROSCOPE 


A miniature microscope has been 
placed on display in the Hall of Op- 
tical Science of the Rochester, N. Y., 
Museum of Arts and Sciences. 


The tiny instrument is 2% inches 
tall and is modeled in exacting de- 
tail to a Bausch & Lomb microscope. 
It was made by Joseph P. Kleiber, 
of Bronx, New York, a former em- 
ployee of the Bausch & Lomb Opti- 
cal Company. All controls operate in 
the tiny model just like its big orig- 
inal instrument from which it was 
copied. The miniature counterpart is 
now a part of the museum’s science 
collections.

“Elegance to Scale,” is described 
as one of the most popular of the 
recent exhibitions at the Museum of 
the City of New York. The twenty 
miniature rooms in the exhibition 
were especially prepared by expert 
craftsmen from designs by members 
of the New York Chapter of the 
American Institute of Decorators. 


The small-scale rooms (scale one 
inch to the foot) pictured these lead- 
ing decorators interpreting the cur- 
rent taste for a practical, cos- 
mopolitan elegance which combines 
the modern with the traditional. 
They will preserve a valuable rec- 
ord of contemporary decor, which 
will probably become a “period” style 
of tomorrow.

Advertising 


By DICK MARTIN 


There are many useful source- 
books and guides to help the playing 
card collector. Catherine Perry Har- 
grave’s A History of Playing Cards 
and a Bibliography of Cards and Gam- 
ing is a most comprehensive and 
best known of these, and many hard- 
to-identify cards can be recognized 
from her book, Occasionally the lucky 
collector will come across old card 
manufacturers’ catalogs, and these 
too solve many riddles. But another 


valuable—and little exploited—mine - 


of information can be found in almost 
every basement or attic: a stack of 
old magazines. 

Many of the leading U.S. card man- 
ufacturers such as N. Y. Consolidated 
Card Co., A. Dougherty, U.S. Play- 
ing Card Co. and Russell & Morgan 
advertised heavily in magazines at 
the turn of the century. Some of their 
lesser-known issues can be identified 
and dated through their current ad- 
vertisements in periodicals such as 
Harpers, The Saturday Evening Post, 
and Frank Leslie’s—and particularly 
in Women’s magazines like Delinea- 
tor and Munsey’s Magazine. 

This writer was long puzzled as 
to the source and period of an in- 
complete game deck showing comic 
drawings of cats on the card faces 
and lists of questions and answers 


.on the backs. They appeared to be 
a late 19th century game, but noth- 


ing more could be ascertained until, 
by chance, an illustrated advertise- 
ment was seen in an 1898 issue of 
St. Nicholas which established that 
they were cards from “The Black Cat 
Fortune-Teller,” issued by Parker 
Bros. of Salem, Mass, in that year. 
Another time, an incomplete novelty 


-deck—English or American, with 
cryptic, semi-transformation type pic- 


tures—was identified in the same way. 
The spade ace, with the manufactur- 
er’s name, was missing, and none of 
the other cards had any identifying 
marks. But a full-page advertisement 
of the U.S. Playing Card Co. in De- 
lineator proved (by the back design) 
that they were the 1896 issue of “Ye 
Witches’ Fortune Cards No. 62.” 











——— 
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There was even a full-size photograph 
of the missing ace. 

Card advertisements can be found 
in a wide variety of periodicals. In 
scanning. a bound volume of the old 
Police Gazette for 1881 several were 
noted. One enterprising merchant of- 
fered “a new shipment of finest qual- 
ity transparent “Parisian Art Play- 
ing Cards” at 50 cents per deck. One 
can only guess at what kind of cards 
they were, but the advertisement 
went on to say that when they were 
held to the light the results would be 
“rich and rare, and highly hilarious 
to fun-loving and broad-minded gen- 
tlemen,” so one suspects the worst. 

Aside from establishing the names, 
issue dates and manufacturers of old 
issues, advertisements can form an 
interesting addition to a collection as 
well. From 1900 through 1903 the 
U.S. Playing Card Co, ran a series 
of full-pages in Delineator, each show- 
ing excellent full-size illustrations of 
their latest “wide name pictorials.” 
These illustrations, with thelr names, 
copyright dates and descriptions, add 
considerable interest to a collection 
when displayed alongside the actual 
cards in an album. Sometimes adver- 
tisements, occasionally even in color, 
can be discovered depicting forgotten 
or completely unknown issues, These 
are certainly prize additions to any 
collection. 

Elsewhere from attic accumulations, 
turn-of-the century magazines are to 
be found in many antique shops and 
in almost every second-hand book- 
store. Usually these can be had at a 
modest price. But don’t expect to find 
playing card advertisements in every 
old magazine you pick up. It requires 
the same amount of patience, perseve- 
rence and imagination to uncover 
them as it does to find thevold cards 
themselves. But the search is worth it.

It is toa bad that time is so scarce 
in this busy day and age, Or is it? 
At any rate, those of us who do a 
little budgeting can manage to browse 
through old magazines for pictures 
of other days. Suppose you are study- 
ing old musical instruments. Then 
take a look into the advertisements 
that appeared in Yesterday’s maga- 
zines. 

In “The Youth’s Companion” for 
October 29, 1891, there appeared four 
advertisements of piano manufactur- 
ers of the day. A Wilcox & White, 
(Meriden, Conn.), instrument, look- 
ing like the old-fashioned parlor or- 
gan, that is popular with collectors 
today, was advertised as a “Sympho- 
ny” or “Self-Playing Orchestra.” The 
manufacturer stated further: 

“Tt is a full piano-size, self-playing 
musical instrument that can play any 
piece of music ever written. ... Ask 
your music dealer to show it to you, 
or write to us if he is behind the 
times. We’ve had 45 years experi- 
ence in organ-building and mean what 
we Say.” 

In the same issue, an illustrated 
advertisement by Vose & Sons Piano 
Co., Boston, Mass., pictured one of 
their models and stated: 

“We have been making pianos for- 
ty years, have made 29,000 pianos 
satisfactorily and are entitled to a 
hearing.” 

Another “upright” piano model, 
was pictured and extolled by the A. 
B. Chase Co., Norwalk, Ohio. 

The familiar name of Estey Or- 
gan Co., Brattleboro, Vt., was also 
listed with a large advertisement 
giving the reasons why piano buyers 
should buy their product. 

The John C. Haynes & Co., Bos- 
ton and Oliver Ditson Co., Boston, 
were represented respectively on the 
same page with a guitar, and “Flute, 
Violin, Cornet, Mandolin.”

TRIBUTE TO 
DR. SNODGRASS 


At brief ceremonies held recently, 
the Smithsonian Institution paid tri- 
bute to one of the Government’s out- 
standing scientists, Dr. Robert Evans 
Snodgrass. Dr. Leonard Carmichael, 
Secretary of the Smithsonian, pre- 
sented him the first copy of a book, 
“Studies in Invertebrate Morphol- 
ogy,” which the Institution has pub- 
lished in his honor on the occasion 
of his 84th birthday, July 5, 1959. 

Dr. Snodgrass is universally ac- 
knowledged to be among the fore- 
most insect anatomists and mor- 
phologists of our time, and his schol- 
arly and painstaking work in his 
field has won him the admiration 
and respect of his colleagues 
throughout the world. 

Eighteen of these colleagues have 
contributed chapters to the 422-page 
volume. Besides the United States, 
they represent Belgium, France, 
England, Denmark, Italy, Java, Pak- 
istan, and Uruguay. For the most 
part the chapters are technical con- 
tributions. A biographical sketch and 
bibliography of Dr. Snodgrass are 
furnished by Dr. Ernestine B. Thur- 
man, medical entomologist of the 
National Institute of Health. 

Dr. Snodgrass, a native of St. 
Louis, served more than 30 years 
as entomologist of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, retiring 
at the age of 70 in 1945. In 1958 
he was named honorary collaborator 
of the Smithsonian Institution, where, 
at 84, he is still actively engaged in 
further research and writing. His 
publications — virtually all of them 
illustrated by his own meticulous 
drawings—cover a span of 62 years. 
Since his retirement he has com-

“WATER GRASSHOPPERS” 


South America has a “water grass- 
hopper.” 

This strange insect with the sci- 
entific name of Marellia seems, at 
least from an evolutionary viewpoint, 
in the process of changing from a 
land to a water animal. It is de- 
scribed by Dr. C. S. Carbonell of 
the University of Uruguay in a re- 
port just published by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

It has acquired, chiefly through 
changes in body structure, ability 
to swim easily both on or under the 
surfaces of ponds and_ stagnant 
streams. It passes considerable time 
totally submerged among aquatic 
plants, to whose stems it clings to 
avoid floating back to the surface. 
Its eggs are laid under water, where 
they adhere to the under surfaces 
of floating leaves. 

Thus far specimens of this water 
grasshopper have been found in Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay, eastern Peru, 
British Guiana, and Surinam, and it 
probably is actually much more wide- 
ly distributed but ordinarily would 
not attract notice. It is normally an 
air-breathing creature which, ac- 
cording to observers, lives on the 
floating leaves of water lilies, which 
form its chief food. 

It eats these leaves from the flat 
surfaces—never from the edges as 
would be characteristic of most 
grasshoppers. The peculiar aspect of 
the partially eaten leaves is so char- 
acteristic as to betray the presence 
of the insects before they actually 
can be seen, Dr, Carbonell says. 

From an anatomical viewpoint, he 
says, the creatures show notable 
adaptations to locomotion in water, 
especially in the structure of the 
hind legs which are “oar-shaped.” 
Other changes from the conventional 
grasshopper form are less striking, 
but all are in the direction of adapta- 
tion to aquatic life. 

Dr. Carbonell’s paper forms one 
of a series of entomological reports 
in a volume dedicated to Dr. Robert 
E. Snodgrass, retired entomologist 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and one of the world’s foremost 
specialists on insect evolution and 
body structure. 





FISHES COLLECTION 


A collection of several thousand 
fishes from the rivers of Paraguay 
—especially the Paraguay River— 
has recently been added to the ich- 
thyological collections of the Smith- 
sonian Institution as a gift from Dr. 
C. J. D. Brown, of Montana State 
College.

It includes some of the most cur- 
ious denizens of South American 
inland waters. Notable is a foot-long 
pirhana, large for this fish. 

Doubtless one of the most fear- 
some of all river creatures, the 
flesh-eating pirhanas as a _ whole 
are quite well known. With their 
extremely sharp teeth they literally 
eat other animals, including man, 
bit by bit alive. The smaller ones 
of the Amazon and tributary rivers 
attack in great schools. Attracted 
from considerable distances by the 
smell of blood, they are especially 
prone to devour any wounded animal. 
Flesh is nibbled away until the bones 
are left bare. Their particular vic- 
tims are other fishes, river mam- 
mals such as otters, and the like. 
An injured man, however good a 
swimmer, would have little chance 
when attacked by a pack of them. 
The Paraguayan giant presumably 
attacks in smaller packs but would 
take bigger and more disabling bites. 
It is almost impossible for any ani- 
mal to shake off a pack. 

The collection also contains many 
specimens of flat-headed and ar- 
mored catfishes. The armor plates 
are modified scales, of about the 
hardness of slate, and they make the 
animal practically impregnable, es- 
pecially against attacks by pirhanas. 
There are also specimens of fresh- 
water sting rays, the barbs on whose 
tails are highly poisonous. 

A systematic study is now being 
made of the collection. 





HALLEY’S COMET 


In 1910 the predicted visit of the 
comet caused near panics in the 
United States. Groups gathered on 
hilltops to await the end of the world. 
Nothing untoward happened. 

The comet has a _ distinguished 
place in the history of astronomy. Sir 
Edmund Halley, the astronomer-royal 
and a close friend of Sir Isaac New- 
ton, calculated its orbit from records 
of its previous appearances and pre- 
dicted its next return. He used math- 
ematical principles established by 
Newton but not yet accepted by the 
world at large. 

Halley’s calculations were off by 
about two years but were close enough 
to validate Newton’s theories in the 
eyes of scientists.
